written, was of Olive. The Jews made this Crols of theſe 
four Mods, for they thought our 102d ſhould have danger as 
long as the Croſs would laſt, therefore made they the foot of Ce- 
dar, for Cedar will not rot in the Earth, nor in Mater: they 
thought that the body of Chriſt would have ſkunk ; therefore they 
made the piece that went from the Earth upwards of Cypreſs; 
ſo that the ſmell of his Body ſhould grieve no man that came by: 
and that overtwart was made of Palm, in ſignification of Uico- 
ry: and the Table wherein the Title was, was made of Olive, 
fox it betokened peace; as the Story ef Noe witneſſcth, when 
the Dove brought the Branch of Oli ve, it betokened peace made 
between God and Pan. 

And ve ſhall underſtand: that the men that -dwell beyond: the 
Sea, ſay, that the piece of thi Croſs that was of Cypreſe, was 
of the Tree that dam cat the apple of; for ſo they find writ⸗ 
ten; They ſay alſo, that their Scripture ſaith, thaf when A- 
dam was ſick he willed his Son Seth, that he ſhould go to Pa⸗ 
radice, and pray the Angel that kept Paradice, that ho would 
ſend him Dyl of the Tree of Perep, for to anoint him, that 
he might have health; and Seth went, but the Angel would not 
let him tome at the Gate, but ſaid unto him, that he might not 
bave of the Dyt of mercy, but he gave him three Kernels cf - 
the fame Tree that his Father eat the apple of, and bade him 
as ſoon as his Father was dead, that he ſhould put theſe Ker- 
nels under his Tongue, and,bury him, and he did ſo; and of 
- theſe Three kernels ſpranga Tree; and the Angel ſaid, when the 
Tree bare Fruit, then ſhould Adam be made whole. And when 
Seth cams again and found his Father dead, he did with the 
Bernels as the Anger commanded, him; of which came Three 
Trees, . whcreof a Crofsg was made that bare good Fruit, that is 
our Savigur Jeſus Chꝛiſt, Th2ough when Adam, and all that 
came of him ſhall be delivered frem everlaſting death, if it be 
not their own default.

This 
they do to be moꝛe freſh ; for that Land is hotter than it is here.

And in 

Babylon Nebuchodonoſor put the Children into the fire, becauſe

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they wozlhipped the true God: thele Children were called Ana ni: 


as, Azarias and Miſael (as the Pſalm of Benedicite faith) but Nebu⸗ 


chodonoſor called them thus, Sadrak, Miſak, and Abednego, that op 


is, God glorious and victorious, God over all Kingdomsg,and that 
was for Miracle, that he made God's Son, as he ſaid, go with 
thoſe Children through the Fire. There dwelleth the Soldan, 
fo2 there is a fair City and a ſtrong Caſtle which ſfandeth upon 
a Rock. In that Caſtle are always dwelling to keep the Caſtlo, 
and to ſerve the Soldan above eight thouſand perſons, that take 
all their proviſion at thegSoldans Court. This J well know, fo2 
A dwelt with him a great while a Soldier in the Wars againſt 
the Bedians and Arabins, and he would have married me unto a - 
great-Princeſs if J would have fo2\aken my Faith. 


CHAP. XII. 


Here followeth of the Soldan and of his Kingdoms that he hath 
Conquered, which he holdeth ſtill by force. 


A ND ve ſhall underſtand that the Soldan is Lo2d of ſeven -

For to return from Sinai to Jeruſalem, - : 

N when a man hath viſited the holy place of St. Katha- 
rine, and he will turn to Jeruſalem, if he ſhall firſt take 
leave of the Ponks, and recommend him eſpecially to their 
2ayers then theſe Ponks will freely give to Pilgrims Ui⸗ 
cuals to paſs through the Wilderneſs to Sury, ſo muchas ſhall 
laſt thirfeen days Journep. And in that Wilderneſs dwell many 
Arabians that men call Bedions and Aſcopards ; Theſe are Folks 
that are full cf. all manner of ill conditions, and they have ng 
Houſes buf Tents, which they make of Beaſts skins as of Ca- 
mels and other Beaſts, which they eat, and thereunder they lie:

Theſe men that J ſpeak of, Till nat the Lum, 
foꝛ they cat no bread, except it be thoſe that dwell near a good 
Zown, and they roſt their Fiſh and Fleſh upon hot ſtones, againſt 
the Zun, and they are ſtrong men and warlike, but they do little 
but hunt wild Beaſcs foꝛ their ner and they ſct not by their

And near unto that Church is the Church ol Saint Nicho⸗ 
las, where our Lady reſted her, when te was delivered of Child: 
And fozaſmuch as ſhe had ſo much milk in ger becaſts that pained 
her, ſhe drew it cut upon the Red Stunes 02 Parble, and people 
ſay, that pet may the traces be ſeeen white upon the Stones. Pe 
ſhall underſtand alſo, that they that dwell in Bethlehem are Chꝛi-

In this City of Bethlehem was King David baꝛn: he was King 
of the Land ofthe Jews, afid reigned in Hieruſalem, and had fozty 
Wives, and-th2e hund2ed Toncubines. And at Bethlehem to⸗ 
wards the South fide, is a Church of Saint Varkorec, that was 
Abbot there, foꝛ whom they had much ſoꝛrow vhen he died: aud 
it was ſhewed there how he made lamentation when he died: and 
if is a pitious thing to behold. From Bethlehem to Hieruſalem 
is two miles: and in the wap to Hieruſalem, half a mile from 
Bethlehem, is the Church where the Angel told the Shepherds 
of the Birth of Chriſt. In that way is the Tomb of Rachel that 
was Mother to Joſeph the Patriarch, who died as ſon as Benjamin 
was bom, and there ſhe was buried, and Jacob her Husband ſet 
twelve great ſtones upon her. In this wap to Hieruſalem are ma⸗ 
ny Ch2ifftan Churches by the which men go. f

then touch it, but becauſe the Folks that tame thither, ſpoiled and 
maze the ſtones all in pieces, thezefoze hath the Soldan 
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made a4 Mall abeut the Depulchze, that no man may touch it. 
An the left ſide is a window, wherein are many Lamps lighted; 
and there hangeth a Lamp burning befo2e the Sepulch2e, which 
they ſay on Geov-Friday goeth out by 1t ſelf, and lighleth again 
by it ſelf at the hour that our Loꝛd roſe krom death to life. And 
within that Church upon the right ide of Mount Calvary, where

un of Adam ſhould be reda med in the ſame place: and upen that 
Rock Abraham offered ſacrifice to our Loꝛd; and there is an Altar, 
and beloꝛe that Altar lyeth Godfrey of Beuloign, Baldwin, and others 
that were Cheiſtians, and Kings ck jeruſalem. 
Likewiſe where our Lord was cracified it was witten, Hic de- 
us Rex noſter, ante ſæcuſa operatus eſt ſalutem in medio terre, that 
is, This God cur King, befoze Wozlds, hath wrought health in 
the midſt of the Church, Upon this Rock alſo where the Creſs 
was fred, is W2Iicren within the Rock, Quod vides et fundamenta 
rotius mundi, & hujus fdei; thatis, That thau ſeeſt is the grouud 
ck all the Nloꝛid, and of this Faith. Me ſhall understand alſo, 
that when our Lo2d died he was two and thirty vears old, and 
theres Ponths, vet the pꝛopheſie of Did ſaith that he ſhould live 
. fozty yzars, when he ſaw thus, Cuadraginta annis proximis fui 
generationi huic, that is, Foꝛty years was J neighbour to this Ge- 
neration: and thus it ſhould ſcem that Pꝛopheſie is not true, but 
it is, Foz in eld time men counted hut ten Poneths to a pear, ot 
which March was the firſt, and December the laſt: but Caius Cœ- 
jar that was Cmperour of Kome, added fo theſe, two Penths 
11920, Jannary and Febuary. and o2dained dhe vear cf twelve 
Months. that is, thro hundꝛed fixty five days without Leap⸗pear, 
the p2oper.courſe of the Dun, and theref32e after the accounting 
of ten Moneths to the Pear, he died in the koꝛtiettz pear, and after 
our years of twelve Mouecths it is thirty two vears and thig 
Months.

A N D pe ſhall underand that this is not the Temple that 


Solomon made, for that Temple laſted but one thouſand one 
hundred and two years. Fo2 Titus, Veſpaſian his Son, that was 
Emperour of Rome, laid ſiege againſt Vieruſaiem, fo2 to diſcom- 


fit the Jews, becauſe fhey had put Chziſt to death without leave 


of the Emperour. When he had taken the Citp, he burnt the 


Temple, and caſt it down, and took all the Jews, and put to death 
eleven hundꝛed thouſand, and the reſt he impꝛiſoned and ſold thirty 

fo2 a penny : Foz he ſaid that they bought Jeſus Ch2ilt fo2 thirty - 
pence, And ſince Julian Apoſtata gave leave to the Jews to build 
the Temple of Hierulalem again, but he fozſok bis Law, And 


when the Jews had builded again the Temple, then came the 


Earthquake (as God would) and caſt down all that they had 


made.

And on the nozth 
ſide within the doo2 is a Fountain, and it runneth out: ok the 
which holy w2it ſpeaketh, and ſaith, Vidiaquam egredientem de 
Templo ; Jſaw water coming cat of the Cemple.

Damas is 
the Paunt of Syer : in this City be many Phyſicians; and that 
holy man Saint Paul was a Phyſician theze, to heal mens bo- 
dies, befoze he was converted, and after he was a Phyſician 
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of Souls. And from Damas men go to a place called our Lady 31 


Sard march, that is five miles from Damas, and it is on a Rock and 


there is a fair Church, and there dwell Chꝛiſtian Ponks and Nuns 
in that Church between the City of Darky and the City of Raphano 
is A River called Sabatory : which ſome ſay on the Saturday it run- 
neth fat, and all the week clſe it ffandeth ſtill and runneth 
not, oz but a little. And there is another River that on the 
night free3cth faſt, and upon the day no froſt is ſeen, And ſo men 
go by a City that men call Eerugh, and there thoſe that will go to 
Cypreſs take Ship, and they arrive at the Haven of Sur, oz of Tyre, 
and then go on to Cy preſs: alſo men may go right frem the Haven 


of Tyre, and not come at Cypreſs, but arrive at the ſeme Haren 


of Greece, and by theſe ways men come into the Countres befoꝛe 
ſpeken ok. 


CHAP, XLI. 


How a man may go the ſhorteſt way to Hieruſalem. 


N have J told you tbe furtheſt and longeſt ways by the 


which men go to Pieruſalem, as by Babylon in Eggypt, which 
is alſo called Kayre: and Mount Sinai, and many other places, 


thꝛeugh the which men go to the Land of P2omiſe, Now will 


J tell you the ſhozteſt way to Hieruſalem, foz many will go the 
long way, ſome fo2 want of Company, and many other reaſona- 
ble cauſes: and therefo2e J ſhall teil you ſhoztly how a man may 
go with little coſt and ſhoꝛt time. 

A man that cometh from the Land of the Uleſt, he goeth 
thꝛough France, Burgony, Lumbardy, and to Venice, oz to 
Gene, o2 ſome other Yaven of thoſe Parches, and taketh 
there Ship, and goeth to the Ille Grifſe, and ſo arriveth he in 
Greece, oz elſe in Port Myroch, o2.Valon, oz. Duras, o2 ſome 
other Haven of thoſe Parches, and arriveth to Cypreſs, and 
cometh not in the Ille of Rhodes, but arriveth at Famaguſt 
that is the chiek Baven of Cypreſs, or elſe at Lamaton: and 
then taking Ship again, he paſſeth beſide the Haven ef Tyre, 
and cometh not to Land, and ſo paſteth by all the Yavens te 
the Coaft, till he come to Jaffe, that is the next Haven to 
Hicruſalem , bo it is but twenty eight miles between, And 

krom 
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frem Jaffe men go to the City of Ramos, and that it is but little 
thence ,and it is a fair City, and beſide Ramos is a fair Church 
of cur Lady, where eur Lo2d ſhewed himſelf unto her in thꝛa⸗ 
ſhadows, betokening the Trinity; and there near is a Churc; 
of St. George, where his Head was ſmitten oft: And then to the 
Caſtle of Emavs, and then to the Mount Joy, and from thence 
Pilgrims ſœ Hieruſalem, and then to Mount Modin, and then 
to Hieruſalem. At Mount Modin lyeth the Pꝛorhet Malachy, and 
over againſt Ramatha is the Town of Donke, whereof the pꝛo⸗ 
phet Amos Was. 


CHAP, XIII. 
Of other ways for to go by Land to Hieruſalem. 


FF as many mhn cannot endure the trouble of the 
Dea, and better it is fo go by Land, although it be 
mo2e pain; then a man ſhall go to one of the Vavens cf 
Lumbardy, as Venice, oz another; and ye ſhall paſs into 
Grecce, 92 Pozt Myroch, o2 another, and ye thall go to Con- 
ſtantinople, and ſhall paſs the Water that is called the 
Beach of Saint George, that is an arm ok the Sea. And 
from thence pe ſhall come fo Pulveral, and then to the Caftie - 
of Synople, and ſa to Cappadocia, which is a great Countrey 
wherein are many great Hills: And ye fhall go through 
Turky, and to the City of Nike, the which they won from 
the Emperour of Conſtantinople ; and it is a fair City, and 
well walled, and there is a Niver that is called the Lay ; and 
then men go by the Alpes of Mormount, and through the 
Ualcs of Malebrines, and the Uale Ernax, and ſo moe 
caſilp to Antioch, which ſtandeth richly an the River. And 
he that will go another wap, he goeth by the Roma Coaſt, 
and the Roman Sea: on that Coaſe is a fair Caſtle that 1s 
called Florage: and when a man hath paſſed the Bills, he 
cometh to the City of Poriarch, and to Artoſe, where is a great 
Bꝛidge upon the River of Ferne, and that men cali Faſſo2 ; 
and it is a great River bearing Ships: and belive the City of Da- 
mas is a River that cometh from the Pount of Eibany, which 
is called Alban: at the paſſage cf this Kirer, Saint Euſtace 
{off his two Dons, when he had koſt his Atkfe: and it runncth 


though 
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thꝛough the Plain of Chalcides; and to the great Sea. Then men go 
to the City of Fermine, and ſo to the City of Ferne, and then to 
Antioch. And that is a fair Citp and well walled, and it is two 
miles long, and there is a Bꝛidge over the River, that hath at each 
Pillar a god Tower, and it is the beit City ofthe Kingdom of Su- 
ry. From Antioch men go to the City cf Locuth, and ſo to Geble, 
and to Tortouſe, and thereby is the Land of Lambre, and a ſtrong 
Caſtle that men call Mambeke. And from 1 ortouſe, men go to 
Tripoly on the Sea, and by this Sea men go to Dacres: and there 
is 2 ways to Hicruſalem : by the way on the left hand men come firſt 
unto Damas by the river of Jordan, and on theright ſide mengothzough 
the Land of Flagme, and ſv to the City Caiaphas, in which City Cai- 
phas was Lo2dzand ſome cali it the Caſtle Pellerius, and from thence 
is 4 days journey fo Hicruſalem, and they go th2eugh Ceſary Phi- 
li ppi, Jaffe, Kamas, and Emaus, and ſo to Hieruſalem. 


CHAP, XLIII. 


Vet another way by Land toward the Land of 
Promiſe. 


Ne have J told you ſomeways by Land and by del ater, 
how men may go to Hieruſalem. And there be many 
other ways that men go by, alter the Countries that they 
come from, nevertheleſs they come all to one end. Pet is 
there a way all by Land te Hicruſalem, and paſs no Sea but 
to France 62 Flanders, but that way ts tczy leng and pert- 
tous , and of great travel, wheretoze few go that wap; 
but he that will go that way, mult go by Almaine and Pruſe, 
and ſo to Tartary, This Tartary is holden by the great 
Caane, cf whom J ſhall ſpcak aiferward, fo2 thither reach- 
eth his Lo2dſhip, and all tho Lo2ds of Tartary pieid to 
him Tribute, Tartary is a barren Country; and very San- 
dy, fo2 there groweth little either Cozn 62 other Fruit, but 
there is a great plentp cf Beats, and therefore they cet fleſh 
without bzead, and they ſup the Broth, and they d24nk the 
milk cf all manner cf Beats. And becauſe they have great 
i ſcarcity 
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ſcarcitp of Mod, they dry the dung of Yozſes and of other 
Beaſts, and burn it foz to d2eſs their meat by. Princes and 
other Loꝛds eat but once in the day, and that is very little: 
and they be foul folk, and of ill liking. In Summer there 
are many great Tempeſts, and Thunders, that lay many 
men and beaſts : ſometime on the ſudden it is very cold, 
and again on the ſuoden it is very hot. The Pꝛince of the 
Land they call Roco, and he dwelleth ata City that is 
called Orda: but very few Strangers do deſire fo dwell in 
that Land, f32 it is god fo ſow Thorns and Uiceds in, but 
other good there is none, as J heard ſay, fo: J was not that 
way, but J have been in other Countries marching therc⸗ 
on, as in the Land ef Rullia, and Niſland, and the King- 
dom of Grecon , and Lectow, and the Kingdom Graſten, 
ald in many other places: but J never went that way fo 
Hieruſalem, and therekoze J cannot well tell it, for J have 
underſtodd that men map not well go that wap but in TTlin⸗ 
ter, when the waters and mires that be in that Land be frozen 
end covered with Snow, fs that men map paſs thereon: fo2 were 
not that Dnow, there might no man go in that Land but he were 
loſt. And pe ſhall under ſtand that a man muſt go tyree days jour- 
ney — Pruſe to paſs this way, belore he can come to the Land of 
Saralins. . 


And if by chance ary Ch21ſttans paſs that way, as once a 
pear they do, they carry their UWietnals with them, foz they 
ſhould find nothing there but a manncr of fod that they call 
Sples, and they carry their Utauals upon the Ice cn Sleds, 
and Chariots without TUheles, and as long as their 
Unauals latf, they may dwell there, but no longer. And 
when the Spies of the Countries ſce Chꝛiſtians come, they 
run to the Towns, and Caſlles, and cry aloud, Kara, Kara, 
Kara ; and as ſon as they have cryed, then do the people arm 
them. And pe ſhall underifand that the Ice there is hat der 
then it is here, and evezy man hath a Stove in his Youſe, 
and therein they eat and do all things that them ne deth ; 
and that is at the Nazth part of the Mold, where it is 
commonly cold, fo2 the Sun appearcfh not, no2 ſhineth but 
little in that Countrey 3; And that Land 1s in ſeme Novy 
* 
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ſo told, that there may no man dwell therein; and on the South 
lide of the Wo2ld, it is in ſome places ſo hot, that there can no man 
dwell, the Sun giveth ſo great heat in thoſe Countries. 


CHAP, XLIV. 


Of the Faith of the Saraſins, and of the Book of their Law 
named Alkaron. 


13 UCY as J have fold you of the Saraſins, and of other⸗ 
Lands, J purpoſe foſet down a part of their Law, and of their 
Belief, as their Bak ſaith that they call Alkaren, and ſome call 
that Book Pyſap, andſcme call it Varme, in divers Languages 
of Countries, which Book Mahomet gave them, in the which Bok 
he wrote among other things, as J have often read and ſn, that they 
that are good ſhall go to Paradiſe. and the evil folks to Bell; and ſo 
believe all Sara'ins. And if a man ask of what Paradiſe they mean, 
they ſay it is a place of delights, where a man fhall find. all man- 
rer cf Fruits at all times, and Waters and Rivers run- 
ning wit Pilk and Honey, Mine aud freſh water, and they 
ſhall all have fair Youſes and good, as they have deſer ved, and thoſe 
Bouſcs are maid of precious Stones, Gold and Silver, and every 
man ſhall have ten Mi ves and Paidens. and he ſhall every day 
once have to do with them, and yet ſhall they itil be Maidens. 
And they ſpeak often of the bleſſed Uirgin Mary, and tell of the In⸗ 
- carnation, that Mary was learned of Angels, and that Gabriel 
ſaid to her that ſhe was choſen befc2e all other from the beginning 
of the Moꝛld, and that witneſleth well their Book: and Gabriel told 
her the Incarnation of Jeſus Chꝛiſt, and that ſhe ſhould conceive 
and bear a Child: and they ſay, that Chꝛiit was a holy P2ophet in 
woꝛd and deed, and alſo mee k and right wiſe to all men, and one 
not any way blame-worthy : and they ſay that when the Angel 
told her of the Incarnation, ſhe had geaat dꝛad, foꝛ ſhe was very 
poung, and there was one in that Country that practiſed Soꝛcerp, 
who was called Takina, that with Enchantments could 
make him like an Angel, and went offen aud lap with Bai- 


dens 
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dens, and therefore was Mary the meze afraid of the Angel, and 5 
thought in her mind that it had been Takina, who went to Paidens; g 
and ſhe charged him in the Name of God to tell her if he were the 
ſame Takins, and the Angel bade her have no d2cad, fo2 he was 
fo2 certain a true Pellenger of Jeſus Chzilt, 


Allo their Book Alkaron ſaith, that the had a Child under a 
Palm-Tree ; then was ſhe greatly aſhamed, and wiſhed her ſelf 
dead, but as ſon as her Child was boꝛn, he ſpake and tomforted her 
ſaying, Ne timeas Maria; that is, We not afraid, Mary. And in 
many other places ſaith their bok Alkaron,that Jeſus Chꝛiſt ſpake 
as ſoon as he was bo2n: and the Book ſaith that Jeſus Chriſt was 
ſent of Almighty God, to be an enſample to all men, and that God 
ſhall judge all men, the god to Heaven, and the wicked to Hell, 
and that Jeſus Chꝛiſt is the beſt Pꝛophet of all other, and next to 
God, and that he was a Moly P2exhec, foꝛ he gave the blind their 
ſight, and healed all Diſeaſes, he raiſed men that were dead, and 
was taken quick into Beaven. And if they may find. a Bok 
with Goſpels, ſuch as, Miſſus eſt angelus, they do it great Moꝛ⸗ 
ſhip: and they faſt ene Ponth in the year, and eat only at night, 
and they kap them frem their TAives: but they that are ſick. are 
not conſtrained to it. And their Bok Alkaron ſpeaketh of Jews, 
and ſaith, they are wicked people, fo2 they will not believe that 
Jeſus Chꝛiſt is cf God, Further they ſay, that the Jews 
ſpeak falſiy of our Lady, and her Don Jeſus Chꝛ iſt, in ſaying that 
they did not hang him on the Croſs. Their Bok Alkaron fo2biv- 
deth Purther and Thekt; andcommandeth them to do ſo to others, 
as they would have others to do to them: Foz the Saraſins believe 
fo near eur Faith, that they are eaſily converted when men 
pꝛeach the Law cf Jeſus Chꝛiſt. They ſap alſo that they know 
right well by their Peophelles, that their Law of Pahomet 
ſhall fail, as the Jews Law doth, and that the Law (of 
Chꝛiſtians ſhall laſt to the Ulczids end. And if a man 
ask them wherein they believe, thep ſay that they believe in 
God Almighty, that is the Maker cf Yeaven and Earth, and all 
other things, and without him is nothing done. And at the 
day of Judgement every man ſhall be rewarded after his De- 

I | ſer ving 
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ſer ving and that all things are truth that God ſpake by the mouth 
of his Prophets. 


CHAP, XL. 
Vet further concerning Mahomet. 


: LSD Mahomet had wit in his Book Alkaron, that every 
Man ſhould have two Wives, 02 the, o2 four; but now 
they have nine, and as many Lemmans as them liketh; 

and if any of theſe Wives do wrong their Pusbands, he 

may d2ive her- out ol his Youſe, and take in another, but 
he mult give part of his Goods, Moꝛeover, where men ſpeak 
of the Father, the Don, and the Yoly Ghoſt , they ſay that 
they are not thre Perſons, but ene God: fo2 their Book Alka⸗ 
rau fpcaketh net thercok, noꝛ of the Trinity: but they fay that 

God ſpake, o2 elſe he was dumb; And that God had a Ghoſt, 

os elſe he was not alive , They ſay Gods UWe2d hath great 

firength end fo faith their Alkaren, and they ſay that 

Abraham and Moſes were g2catly in karcur with God, fox 

they pake with him; and Mahomct was a true Peſſenger 

of God: and they have many gad Articles cf cur Faith, and 
ſlome underffand the Scriptures, Peophets, Goſpels, and 
the Bible, fo2 they have them witten in their Language. 

In their manner they knew help Writ, but they underlland 

it but after the Letter, and ſo do the Jews, foz they under⸗ 

and it not Spiritualv, but after their Letter: and there⸗ 
foze ſaith Saint Paul, Litera occidit, Spiritus autem vivificat, that 
is, the Letter hilleth, but che Spirit guickneth. The Saralins 
likewiſe ſay, that the Jews are wicked, fo2 they ke p net the law 
of Moſes Which he gave them: and alſo Chiaiſitans are evil, fo2 
they keep not the Commandments of the Golpel, that Jeſus Chꝛitt 
ſent unta then. | 

And further, J i! tell von What the Soldan told me upon 

d dap in his Chamber, ſhutting out all other men, as Love, 

KSnigifs, and others, fo2 he would ſpcak with me in Counſel: 

and then he asked me how Chaiſtians governed themſcives 

in dur Ccuntry: J anſwered him and ſaid, Night well, 
thus be to God: But he ſaid ſecretly, nay, koꝛ he ſaid that 


dur Pꝛieſts m. de no Fozce of Gods Service, foo they ſhould - 


give 
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give god example to men to do well, and they give ill example 53 
ald therefo2e when the people ſhould gs on the Holy days to Church 
to ſer ve God, they go to the Tavern to ſin in gluttonp both day and 
night, rating and dzinking as Bealis that wot not when they have 
enough. Ve ſad alſo, that there was much contention among Chꝛi⸗ 
trans, and one would defraud another, and they were lo pꝛoud that 
they wift not how to clothe them, now ſho2t, now long, now frait, 
now wide, and of all faſhions : whereas they ſhould be humble and 
meck, giving their alms as Jeſus Chꝛiſt did, in whom thep believe. 
He ſaid alſs that they were ſo covetcus, that loz a little monp they 
would ſell their childzen, ſiſters, or wives, one man taking other 
mans wife, and no man keeping his pꝛemiſe: Lherefoze ſat he, 
for their ſins hath God given theſe Lands to our hands, and nos 
thzough our ſtrength, but all fo2 your ſuis: Foꝛ we know cer- 
tainly; that while pe truly ſerve God he will help you, ſo that no 
Man thall win of you, ik that ye ler ve God as ye ought to do: 
but while ve live ſo ſinkullp as ye do, we have no d2ead of you 
f) God will not help you, And then A asked him how he knew 
the tate of Chꝛiſtians in that manner: and he ſaid that he knew 
well the ſtate bother Loꝛds and of Commons, by his Peſlengers 
which he ſent t52cugh all the Countries as it were Perchants, with 
precious Stones and other Merchandiſes, to know the manner of e- 
very Country. And then he did call again all the Loꝛds into his 
Chamber fo us, and then Hewed he enfo me thꝛee perſons that were 
gr cat Lords of that Connfry, who ſhewed unto me the manner of 

ny country aud of all Chꝛiſtendom, as though they had ben men 
bo2 n in the lame parte, and they ſpake French right well, and the 
Doldan aiſo; and then ＋ had great mar vel of this ander of our 
Faith : and ( : ft hey that t rout be turned by our good examples to 
the Fait 0 of Hrfits Chiift, they are d2awn away th: ouch our evil 
living ” — de if ig no Wonder ik that they call us evil, 
fo2 they ſay truth: ber the Sarabns arc true, fo2 they keep truly the 
Commanamentscf their Alkaron. 
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CHAP. XLVI. 
Of the birth of Mahomet. 


| Nd ye ſhall underſtand that Mahomet was bozn at Ithareb in 
0; Araby, and his Father was a Painim, and his Pother a Jew ; 


their names was Abdal and Hemna, and they were but po2 folm; 


and he was firſt a poꝛ d2udge; and kept hoꝛſe: and afterwards he 
followed Merchandiſe. | | Se 
And the Saraſins ſay,. he came into Egypt with Merchandiſe, and 
Egypt was the ſame time Chꝛiſtened, and there was a Chappel 
beſtde Araby, and there was an Hermit; and when he came to the 
Chappti that was but a little low Youſe, as ſon as he entred, it 
began to be as great as it were a Palace Gate; and that was the 
firſt Piracle that the Saraſins ſay he did in his youth. After began 
Mahomet to be wiſe and rich, and became a great Aſtronomer, 
and ſince was the i per of the Land fo2 the Pꝛince of Coraſan, and 
governed itt ull well, in ſuch manner that when the Pꝛince was dead, 
be married the Lady named Quadiga, And Mahomet fell often in⸗ 
to the falling Evil: wherefo2ze the Lady was ſo2ry that ſhe had ta- 
ken him to be her Yusband: and he made her believe that every time 
he fell ſo, the Angel Gabriel ſpake to him, and fo2 the bꝛightneſs 
of the Angel he fell down. This Mahomet reigned in Araby, in the 
pear of our Loꝛd ſix hundꝛed and twenty: he was of the Kindzed 
of Iſhmael that was Abrahams Don, whom he begat on H3gar : the o⸗ 
ther are called Saraſins of Sara: but ſome are called Moabites, and 
ſome Ammonites, after Lots two Sons. And ye ſhall underſtand 
that the Turks, Arabins, and Perſians do p2ofeſs the Al⸗ 
karon,. but they vary one ſrom another in many matters. This 
Mahomet loved well a god man an Hermit, that dwelt in the Mil⸗ 
derneſs, a mile from Mount Sinai, in the way as men go from Araby 
to Chalde; a daies journey from the ſea whence Perchants of Venice 
come:and Mahomet went often to this Hermit, foꝛ he heard gladly the 
Hermit p2each ; but his men were diſpleaſed at it, foꝛ they travelled 
ſometime all night;wheretoze they wiihed the Hermit dead. So it be⸗ 
fell on a night, that Mahomet was ſoze dzunk with ſlrong Wine, 
ſo 
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fo that he fell a&fcp ; then his men kek his Swoꝛd cut of his 
ſheath whiles he lay and Gept, and therewith they lew the Feer- 
mit, and when they had dene, they put up the ©wozd again all 
blocdy ; and upon the Poꝛrow when that he found the Vermzs 
thus dead, he was very angry in his mind, and right woth, and 
would have put his men unto death; but they alt with ene ac: 


coꝛd, and with one conſent ſaid, that he himſelf had Cain him, 
when he was dꝛunken. and they ſhewed him his own ſwo2dali bl&dy; 
and then Ye believed that they ſaid truth, and curſed the Mine, and 
all thoſe that dꝛank it. And therefo2e Saraſins that are devout, d2ink 
no Wine openly, left they ſhould be rep2oved, but they deink geed 
Beverage, ſwect and nouriſhing, that is made of Calamels, an! 
thereoi is Dugar made. | | 

Andit befetl ſometime that Chꝛiſtians became Saraſins, either 
th2ough poverty, ſimplencſs, 02 wickedneſs ; and thcrefoze their 
Archbiſhop when he received them, faid : Laelles ella Mahomet 
roſes ella; that is to fay there is no God but one and Mahomet 
is his Pellenger. And ſ&ing A have fold pou a part ef their 
Law and their Cuſtonig. Now J ſhall tell you of their Letters,

DU he that will go to Tartary, Perſia, Chalde o; Inde, he 
taketh Ship of Gene, oz at Venice, oꝛ at any other Haven, a ind 
ſo he paſſeth by the Sea, and arriveth at 1 opaſond, that is a. good 
City, that ſometime was called the Haven of Briga, and thereby

This man was a great Doge? of Divinity, and ek the God head 
he was accuſed unto the Pope of Rome, that he was an were 
and the Pope ſent fo: hit, andLut him in Paifon, and while he wa 
in that Tꝛiſon he made 49 ˙8 Jofatm, and font! unte the Pepe, — 
ſaid, if that he vere an Yeretick then was that Þereſl ic, fo2 that 
was his Faith and his Beltef: and when the Pope ſaw that what 
he had ſatd therein, was all our Hait! h, he anon delivered him cut 
of Pꝛiſon, and cemmanded that Plalm ts be (awd every. day at 
the beginning of Her vice; and lo he held Athauaſins for a good 
Chriſtian: kut he would never aficr go to his Biſhopꝛick be- 
caufe they accuſed him of Yerefie, Topaſond-was ſometime holden 
of the Emperoꝛ of Conſtautinople, but a great man that he icnt to 
help the Ceuntry againſt the Lurks, did hold it hto imlelf, and cal⸗ 
led himſelf, Emperu2 of I opaſor, d. 
And from thence mengs cheough little Armony, and in that 
Tountry is an oldCaftic, that is on a Keck, that men. call the 
Cattle of Cy prefs ; there people fay, mon fund an Vawk fitting 
upon a Perch right Well made, and a fair Ladp of Fairy 
that krepeth it; and he that will watch the lame awk ſeven 


daes and ſeven. nights (eme ſap, that it is but tl 2. daps and 
th2 nights) alone without an Company, and without. lp, 
this; fair Lady will come unte him st the leben, 
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tales end, and ſhall grant unto. him the firſt thing that he ſhall 
ask cf wec2idly things, and that hath often been proved, the folk 
ſay: Os upon a time it betelt that a man who at that time was 
Bing cf Armony, that was a right doughty man, watched upon 
a time; and at the ſeven days end, the Lady came to him

and bade him ask what he would: ez he had well done his 
duty: And the King anſwered and ſaid, that he was a great 
Lozd, and in gar peace, and was rich; ſo that he would ask no⸗ 
thing but the continual love of the fair Lady, oꝛ to have his 
will of her. Then this fair Ladp anſwered and ſaid unta him, 
that he was a fal, foꝛ he wiſt not whet he asked, neither might 
he have her: but he ſhould net have asked of her any wosldl y 
thing, fo2 ſhe was not wozidly. Then the King ſaith he would 
nought elle: And ſhe ſaid, fith he would ask nougkt clſe, he 
would grant kim and all that came after him thre things, and 
fald unto him: Sir King, ve ſhall be in ſubjection unto your 
Enemies, and pe ſhall have great ned ol good Cattel. And ſince 
that time all the Kings of Armony have ben in War, and needy, 
and under tribute cf the Saraſins. 

Alſo a por mms fon who watched on a time, asked of 
the Lady that he might grow rich and happy by Perchandiſe, 


and the Lady granted bim: but the ſaid to him, that 27 oo |

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asked his undoing, fo2 great pꝛide that he ſhauld have thereof, And 


this man became ſo great a Perchant both-by- Sea and Land, that 
he was ſo rich, that he knew not the thouſand part or his goods, 


Alſo a Knight of the Templers watched likewiſe, and when he 
had done, he deſired to have a Purſe full of Gold; aud whatfoe- 
ver he took thereof, it ſhould ever be full again: and ſho granted 
it him, but ſhe told him that he had delired his deſtruckion, by the 
great miſpending that he ſhould have of the ſame Purſe ; and ſo it 
befell. Wut he that chall watch hath great need fo keep him tram 
ficep : fo2 if he lp, he is loſt, ſo that he thall never be ſeen after, 
But this is not the right way; but foꝛ a marvel. 

From Topaſond men goto great Armony, to the City Artyron, 
which afoꝛetime was a fair City, but the Turks have fo deſtrop⸗ 
ed it, that there neither groweth Mine no2 Fruit. From Ar- 
tyron, men go to the Hill Sabiſſocal, and there near is another 
Hill called Arah, but the Jews call it Thano; where the Ark of 
Noah reſted after the Deluge, and on That Hill a man map ſee 
very far in clear weather, fo2 the Wül is full ſeven miles cf 
height; andſome ſay, they have been there ai put their fingers 
in the holes where the Fiend went out, when Noah ſaid in this 
manner, Benedicite. But J Judg, that foꝛ Snow that is always 
upon that Hill, both Minter and Summer, no man hath ever 
gone up ſince Noah was there: bat onel y one is faith to habe been 
there, who brought a Mank khat is vet in the Abbep or the Bills 
foot, foꝛ he had great deſire to go up that Hill, aud when he was 
at the third part upward, he was ſo weary that he might not gs 
further, and he relled him and flept ; and When he was awake, 
he was don at the Hul. foot, and then prayed he ko God, De⸗ 
voutly, that he Would ſuffer him to ho tothe upper wart of the 
Mill, and an Angel ſain, that he ſhould have his deſtre, and ſa he 
did; and ſince that time no man did eder come there: but a man 
ought not to believe all things that are ſpoken of it. 

And from thence men go to a Cify that is called Tanziro, 
which is a fair and rich City ; beſide that City is an Vill 
ol Salt, and thereof everp man taketh what he will: And there 
dwell many Chziſtians under Tribute of the Saraſins. From 
thence men go thzough many Cities , Towns and Uillages 
toward Inde ; and then come to a City that is called Caſſage, 

N that 
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that is a fair City, and near that is abundance of Coꝛn, Uines- 
and all manner of Fruits; and there met the three Kings 
together , that went to make their Offering to our Lo2d in 
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Bethlehem. From that. City men go. to another called Carra--. 
page, and Painims ſay, that. ,Chziſttans may not dwell there, . 
but

bat they die ſon, yet they know not the cauſe, From thence 
men &go-th2zough many Countries, Cities and Zowns ; fo that 
it were to long to fell all: and fo the Cify of Carnaa, that was 
ſometime ſo great, that the Wall was five and twenty miles a- 
bout, which pet may be ſen, but it is not inhabited, and af that 
place endeth the Land ofthe Emperoꝛ of Perſia. 


= CH AP, XLIX: 
Of the Country of Job, and of the Kingdom of Chalde. 


() N the other ſide of the Cify of Carnaa, men enter into 
the land of Job, that is a good land, furniſhed with plen⸗ 
ty of all fruits, and it is alſo called Swere, In this Land is 
the City of Thomar, This Job was a Painim, and alſo he 
was Cofraas Son, and he held that Land as the Peince there- 
of, and he was ſo rich that he knew not the hundred part of his 
gods; And atter his poverty God made him richer then ever 
he was befoze, ſo that he was Bing of Idumea, after the death 
cf King Eſau ; and when he was King he was called Joab; 
and in that Kingdom he lived an hundred threeſcore and ten 
years, ſo that when he died he was two hund2ed and fo2ty eight 
years eld, And in the land of Job is no want of any thing 
that is needfull lo: mans body. There are Hills where men 
find Panna, which Panna is called Angels B2ead, it is 
white of colour and much ſweeter than Sugar oz Yoney ; and 
if cometh of the dew of YVeaven that falleth on the Perbs, 
and there it congealeth and wareth white, and it is uſed in 
medicines fo2 rich men. 

This Land boundeth en the land of Chalde, which is a great 
land, and there the men are very fair, and well apparelled, 
as with Cloth of Goldbeſet with coifly Pearls, and -many 0- 
ther p2ecious Stones. The women are but hard favoured any 
go bare-feot, and meanly clad , with a wide and coarſe Coat, 
but ſo ſhort that it ſcarce covers their knees; their ſleeves are 
long, down ta the foot? They have long black Bair hanging 
about their ſhoulders, and are nothing lovely to look upon, 
but J had beſt ſay no moze, for J am afraid J ſhall get ſmall 
thanks fo2 my praiſing of them. In this Land of Chalde afoze- 
ſaid is a City called Hur; and in that City was Abraham the Pas 
triarch bozn, 3} 2 CHAP, 
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CHAP. L, | : 
Of the Kingdom of Amazony, where dwell none but Women ö 


Nea the land of Chalde is the land of Amazony, wherein . 
' ., dwell no men, but all women, as men ſay, foz they will ſuf- 
fer no man to live among them, noꝛ to have rule over them. Fo: 
Zafoꝛetime there was a Bing and men dwelling in that Land, and 
they had Wives as in other Countries. Now it befell that the King 
- had great Mar with the Pen of Scithy : this King was called 
Colopius, and he was ſlain in Battel, and all the Nobles of his 
Land. -When the Nucen and the other Ladies of the Land, heard 
that the King and the Lo2ds were ſlain, they gathered them to- 
gether and kill ed all the men that were left in their Land among 
them. And when they will have any. men to lpe by them, they 
. fend foꝛ them into a country that is near their Land, and the men 
come and ſtap there eight days, oz as the Woman liketh, and 
then go they again: And if they have Pen-childzen they ſend 
them to their Fathers when they can eat and go, ik they have 
- Paid-childzen thep keep them: And ik they be of Noble blood, 
- they burn the left Pap away, fo2 bearing of a Shield; And 
if they be of baſe degree, they burn the right Pap away, fo: 
- Hooting, Foz the women of that Country are good UWarrt- 
urs, and are often in pay with other Lo2ds ; and the 2 
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. of that Land governeth well the land: this Ladd is invironed with 

1 Mater. Wende Amazony, is the Land of Termagute, that is a good 
Land and pꝛeſitable, and fo: the gadnels of that Land Bing Alcx- 
a ider did make a City there, and called it Alexandria. 


I C.H AP, LI. Of the Land Ethiope. 
* JN the other 1ide of Chalde, toward the South, is Echiope, 


which z a great Land; and pe ſhall underſtand that the 
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Land of Ethiope reacheth Eaſtward to the gzeat Milderneſs BF 
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Mell ward to the Land of Nuby, Southward fo the Land Maritane 
and No2thward ts the Red Sea: and then is a Paertim that laſf- 
eth from the Hills of Ethiope, unto Lidy the high and the low, that 
laſteth to the g2eat Sea of Spain, In this land on the South, are 
the foik very black. In this land is a Mell that in the day the wa- 
ter is lo cold that no man may drink thereof, and in the night it 
is ſo het that no man map abide to put his hand in it. In this 
Land the Rivers and all the Waters are troubled, and ſome pield 
falt koz the great heat; and men of that Land are ſoon drun- 
key, and have little appetite to meat, They have commonly the 


Flux of the Body, and live not long. 
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In Ethigpe are ſuch men as have but one ft, and they go ſo 
faſt that it is a great mar vel, and that is a large fot, fo? the 
thadow thereof covereth the body from Dun or Ratn, when they lie 
upen their backs; and when their childzen are firſt boꝛn, they 
Ick like ruſlet, buf when they war old, then they be all black. 
In Ethiope is the land of Suba, of which one ol the Kings that 
fought our Loꝛd at Bethlehem was Ring. 


CHAP, LL. | 
Of-inde the more and the leſs: of Diamonds, andof their great vertues. 


Pom Ethiope men go though many and divers Countries 
5 betoze they come into lade ; and it is parted infs three 


parts 
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parts; that is to ſay, Inde the mo2e, which is a het Land! 
way the leſs which is a temperate Land: and the third 
part is toward the Nozth, and there it is very cold, ſo that 
with great cold froſt and ice, the water becomes Chzyſtal, 
and upon that groweth the rich Diamonds that are of troub⸗ 
led colour, which Diamond is ſo hard that no man map 
bzeak it. Other Diamonds men find in Araby, that are 
not fo nod, fo2 they are moze ſoft, and there be ſome in Cy⸗ 
preſs. In Patedonia men ind Diamonds likewiſe, but 
the beſt are in Inde, and ſome are manp times found in a 
malle in the Pines where Geld is gotten, when men break 
the maſſe in pieces: lemetimes men ünd ſome as great as a 
Peaſe, and ſee leſs and thoſe are as hard as thoſe of Inde: 
ſometime there are god Diamonds kound in Inde upon the 
Rock of Chzyfal ; and alſo upon the Reck of Adamant in 
the Sea. And upon other Hils are Diamonds found that 
are as great as Hazel Ruts, which are ſquare, and pointed 
of their own kind, and tbep grew two together, male and 
female, and are ncurilicd with the Dew of Meaven, and they 
engender commonlp and bring kozth other ſmall ones, which 
encreaſe and gꝛow all the rear. J have many times tryed 
that if a man kap them with a little of the Rock, and wet 
them often with the Dew they will grow every pear, and 
the ſmall will war great: And if a man do bear that Dia⸗ 
mond en his left ſide then it is ok moꝛe vertue, fo2 the ſtrength 
of their growing is foward the North, that is on the leſt 
ſide as men of thoſe Countries ſay, To him that beareth 
the Diamond with him, it giveth hardincſs, it kepeth the 
limbs of the body, it alſo givetha man victory over his Ene 
mies, if his cauſe be right, and it keepeth him that beareth 
it in god temper, free, from ffrife, riot, ill dꝛeams, ſo2certes, 
and enchantments. Pozcover, no wild beaft ſhall afail oz 
any wap hurt them. This Diamond ſhould be neither bought 
no2 ſold, but given freely, fo2 then it is of moſt vertue. It 
healeth the-Lunatick, and him that is poſſeTed with a Devil: 

and as ſoon as any Ucnome oꝛ Poyſon is brought near fo the 
Diamond, it moiſtneth, and begins fo ſweat. And men may 
eafily poliſh them, though ſome think they may not be poliff- 
ed, and men may alſay them well in this manner: Firſt, cut 
them

them on pꝛecious Stones. Saphirs, 02 upen Ch2iffal, and then 
take a Stone that is called Adamant, and lap a Needle betoze that 
Adamant, and if the Diamond be good and ol vertue, the. Adamant 

zaweth not the Needle to it, whiles the Diamond is there. And 
this is the p20of that they make beyond the Dea. But it chan⸗ 
teth ſometime that the good Diamond loſeth the vertue though 
him that beareth it, and thereloꝛe it is needfull ler to make it re⸗ 
cover the vertue again, oꝛ elſe it is of little value, 
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CHAP, LIII. 


Of divers Kingdomes and Iſles in the Land of Inde, and of. People 
there axe of a yellow and green colour, and of many ſtrange 
things. 7 

Pere is in Inde many Countries and divers Kingdoms, 
and it taketh the Name of a River that runneth through 
it which is called Inde alſo, and there are mand pzectous 

Stones in the ſaid River and divers other ſtrange things, as 

Eales of thirty foot long: And men that dwell near that Ri- 

ver are cf evil colour yellow and green. In that Land of 


Inde are moze than five thouſand Illes that are inhabited, 
(beſide divers that are uninhabited) and in each one of thoſe 
are great plenty of Cities, and much people; fo2 the Indi⸗ 
ans are of that condition, that commonly they paſs not out 
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of their Land, fo2 they dwell under the Planet Saturn, which 


maketh his courſe th2ongh the twelve Signes but once in 


thirty years ; yet the Pon palſeth though the twelve Signs 
in one Moneth, and foz that Saturn is of ſo tittle ſtirring, there- 
fo2e men that dwell under it, and in that Climate, have no gov 
will to ſtir much abroad. But in our Country it is contrarp, 
fo2 we are in a Climate that is under the Pon, and of light 
ſtirring, and therefo2e it giveth us wil to much moving and 
ſtirring, and to go into divers Countries of the Wozld, fo: it 
goeth about the woꝛld moꝛe lwikter than any other Planet doth. 
Alſo men paſs through Inde fo many Countries by Sea, 
and then they come to the Ille of Vermes, where Merchants 
of Uenice and of Gene, and of divers other parts of Chriſten- 
dome come to bup their Perchandiſe. And it is ſo warm 
there in that Alle that mens members hang down to their 
ſhanks, fo2 the great dillol ving of the Body, But men of 
that Country that know better manners do bind them (rait, 
and anvinf them with Dintments, made therefo2e foz to hold 
them up, whereby they may live moꝛe civilly. In this Jland 
men and women lie all naked in the Rivers, from the begin- 
ning of the heat of the day tül it be paſs non, and they lie 
all in the waters but the kace, fo2 the great heat that is there 
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and the women be not aſhamed foz the men. Jn this Ille the- 


Ships are without nail or bands of Jron, leſt the Rocks of 
Adamant that are in the Sea ſhould. draw the Ships to them. 
From this Ille men go by Sea to the Alle of Lana, where is 
gꝛeat plenty of Co2n, and the King of this Je was ſometime 
lo mighty that he held War againſt King Alexander with 
great ſtrength : Pen of this Ille have many manners of 
Beliefs and Faith, and have alſo divers Laws : fo2 ſome do 
wo2thip the Sun, ſome the Fire, ſome the Trees, and ſome 
the Serpents, oz any other thing that they firſt met in the 
Pozning, and ſome da wo2tſhip ſimple Simulacres and Jdols, 
but between Simulacres and Idols is no difference, foꝛ they 
are but Images made to What likeneſs ſoever a man may in- 
vent : fo2 ſome Jmage hath an head like an Dx, and ſome 
have thc oꝛ four Heads, one of a man, or anhozſe, or an Ox, 02 
any other beaſt that a man hath ſen. 

And ye ſhall underſtand, that they that wozſhip Simulacres, 
they wozſhip them foz wozthy men that were ſometime, as 
Hercules and. others, who did many marvels when they lived: 
fo2 they ſay, and know well that they are not that God which 
created all things, but that they are in eſtimation with God 
foz the marvels they did, and therefoze they wozſhip them.

of long time, and thereſoze they ſay that this meeting cometh 
of Gods grace, and therefoze they do make Images like unt 
theſe things, that they might UWo2ihip them befoze. they meet 
any thing elſe. 
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And there are ſome ol them that ſap ſome Beats are better 
fos to met than others: foz Mares, Dwine, and other ' beaſts 
are ill to met firſt, as they ſay, In this Ille of Lana are many 
wild Wealts, and Rats in that Country are as great as 
; Pounds here, and they take them with Paſftiffs, foz Cats 
may not take them, From thence men go to a City that is 


called Sarchis, and it is a fair and god City, and there dwell. 


. many true believing Chriſtians, and there be men of Veli⸗ 
gion. From thence men come to the Land of Lombe, and in 
that Land groweth Pepper, in a Fo2reft that is called Tom⸗ 
bar, and it groweth in none other place moze in all the Coun⸗ 
fry than in that Fozreſt, and that Jfozreft is fifty days Jour⸗ 
ney; and there by the Land of Lombe is the City of Polomes, 
and under that City is a Hill that men call Polombe, and there⸗ 
of taketh the City his name. 

And ſo at the fot of the ſame Mill is a right fair and clear 
Well, that hath a full good and ſweet ſavour, and it ſmelleth 
of all manner of Soꝛts of Spices.

Of the Kingdome of Mabaron, 
, Rom this Land men go many-.a days journey to a Coun⸗ 
| try called Pabaron, and this is a g2eat Kindom, there 
are many fair Cities and Towns. In this Land lpeth Saint 
Thomas in a fair Tomb, in the City of Calamy, and the Arm - 
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and the hand that he put into our Lo2ds ſide after his reſur⸗ 
rection, when Cheꝛiſt ſaid unto him, Noli eſſe incredulus, ſed 
tidclis, that is to ſay, Be not of vain hope, but believe: that 
ſame hand lyeth vet without the Tomb bare; and with this 
hand they give their bdoms in that Country, to wit, who ſaith 
right and who doth not; - fo2 if any (rike be between two par- 
ties, they w2rte their names, and put them into the hand, 
and then incontniently the hand-caſteth-away the Bill of them that 
do w2ong and holdeth the other ſtill that doth right, and therefoze 
men come from far Countrys to have judgement of cauſes that are 
in doubt. a 

In this Church of Saint Thomas is a gzeat Image, that 
is a DHimulacre, and is richly beſet with precious Stones and 
Pearls; to that Image men come in Pilgrimage from far 
Countries with great devotion, and there come ſome Pilgrims 
that bear ſharp knives in their hands, and as they go by the 
way they flaſh their ſhanks and thighs, That the Blood may 
come out fo2 the love of that Idol, and they ſay that he is ho⸗ 
lv that will die fo2 that Idols ſake, And there be ſome 
that from that time thai they go cut ok their Youſes, at each 


third pace they kneel, till that they come to this Jdol ; and when 
they come there, they have Jncenſe, oz ſome other thing to offer 

te the Idol: and there *' befoze that Pinſter v2 Temple of 
this Jdol, is a River full of water, and in that River Pil- 
. grims calt. Gold, Silver, Pearls, and other pzecious Stones 
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without number, in feadof offerings ; and thcrefoze when as the 
* Minſter hath any nerd of mending: then the Palter of the Miuller 
goes unto the River, and takes out thereof as much zs is na dful 
fo2 the mending of the Pinſter. 
And ye ſhall underſfand that when any road Feaſts of that 
Idol come as the Dedication of the Temple oꝛ of the Thꝛon- 
ing of the Idol, all the Country thereabeut allemble there tc- I 
gether : then they ſet the Idol with great Reverence in a Chair 2 
richly beſet with Gold and Tapellrp, and ſo they carry him 2 
with g2eat Reverence and Moꝛſhip round about the City; and be⸗ 
foꝛe the chair goeth firſt in P2oceſston, All the Paidens ci the 
Country go two and two together, and ſo after them go the 
Pilgrims that are come from far Countries, of the which 
Pilgzims ſome fall Down bekoze the Chair, and fo let all go 
over them, in ſo much that ſome are ſlain, And others have 
their Arms and Legs b2cken : This they do for love of the Adol, 
thinking that the mo2e pain they ſuffer here fo2 their Idol, the 
mo2e joy {hall they have in the other Mozld. But a Man ſhail 
find few. Chziſttans that will Suffer ſo much Penance fo2 cur 
| Loꝛds Sake, as they do foz their Idol. And nigh beſfoze the 
1 chair go all the Pinſtrels of the Country, which are without num⸗ 
ber, with g2eat melody. 


And when they are come again to the Temple, they ſet up 
the Idol again in his Throne: And fo2 wozſhip of the Idol two 
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- 02 th2& are willingly ſlain with ſharp Knives ; and the men in 
that country think they have gzeat Wozſhip, if that holy man 
which is flain be of their kindred ; . tkewiſe they ſay, that all 
thoſe that are there ain are holy Pen and Saints, and they are 
zitten in their Letany;and when they are thus ſlain, their friends 
burn their bodies, and they take the athes, and thoſe-are kept as 
Reliques, and they ſay it is an holy thing, and that they fear no dan- 
ger while they have of thoſe Aſhes. ; | 
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Of a great Country called Lamory, where the people go na- 
> ked , and of other things, 


Rom this Country two and fifty days journey, is a Country 

that is call'd Lamory, and in that Land is great Heat; 

and it is the Cuſtom there that Pen and Women go naked, 

and they ſcorn all them that are clad ; Fo2 they ' ſay, that God 

= made Adam and Eve all naked, and that men ſhould have no 
ame of that God made: And they believe in the lame God 
775 that made Adam and Eve, and all the Wozld. And there is no 
woman married, but women are all common there, and they 

refuſe no Man. And they ſay that God commanded Adam and 

Eve, and all that come of them, ſaying, Creſcite & multipli- 
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camini & replete terram, Encreaſe and Pultiply, and fill the 
Earth, No man there may ſay, This is my Wife, no2 no wo⸗ 
man may ſay, This is my Yusband : And when they have chil- 
dꝛen, they give them to whom they will of them that have medled 
with them. = | 

Alſo the Land is all common, fo2 every man taketh what 
he will; fo2 that one man hath now this year, another Pan 
hath the nerf year. And all the gods, as Co2n, Bcaſts, and 
all manner of things in that Country are common, Foz there 
is nothing under lock, and as rich is one Pan as another; But 
they have an evil Cuſtome to eating of fleſh, foz thep eat mans 
fieſh moꝛe gladly than other. Nevertheleſs, in that Land is 
abundance of Cozn, of Fleſh, of Fiſh, of Gold, ol Silver, and 
of all manner of God. And thither do Perchants bzing 


| 


Childꝛen fo2 to ſell, and thoſe that are fat they eat, but thoſe 
that be lean they keep fill they be fat, and then are they eat- 
en. Bund beſides this Ille of Lamozy, is another called So⸗ 
mober, the which is a god Ille: And there both Men and 
Women that are of the Nobilify, are marked in the Uiſage 
with a hot Jron , that they may be known from other, fo2 
they think themſelves the woꝛthieſt of the Wo2ld, and they 
have evermoze Mar with thoſe = that are Naked, of Im 
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J ſpake befoꝛe. And there are manp other Illes and People; of 
the which it were over much wy to ſpeak Here. 


Of the Country and Ile called Java, which is a mighty Land. 
AD oe is alſo a gꝛeat Ille that is called Java, and the 


Bing of that Country hath under him ſeven Kings foz he 
is a very Pighty P2ince. In this Ille gzowech all manner of 


Spices moze plenteous than in any other place, as Ginger, 


Cloves, Nutmegs, and other. And pe ſhall underftend that the 
Nutmeg beareth the Pace. Alſo in that Ille is great plenty of 
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all things ſave Wine. The King of this Land hath a rich Pa⸗ 
lace and the beſt that is in the woꝛld: fo2 all the Stairs of his 
Mall and Chambers are made, one of Gold, and another of 
Silver; and all the Malls are plated with fine Gold and 
Silver, and in thoſe plates are w2iffen Sto2ies of Knights, 
and Battels: and the: Flo2s of the Yall and Chambers are 
of Gold and Silver; ſo that no man would believe the great 
riches that are there, except he had feen it: And the Bing of 
this Ille is ſo mighty that he hath many times overcome the 
great Caane of Cathay, which is the mightteſt Emperoz that 
is in the Moꝛld; there is often war between them, foꝛ the great 
Caane would make him hold his land Tributarp of him. ati 
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+ CHAP, LVII. 
Of the Kingdom of Pathen or dalmaſſe, which is a goodly land, 


APP fo2 to go fo2th by the Dea, there is an Jae that is 
called Pathen, and ſome call it Balmaſle, foz it is a gꝛcat 
Uingdom, with many fair Cities; In this Land g2ow Trees 
that bear Peal, of which men make fair Bread and white, 
and of good Savour, and it ſeemeth like as it were Wheat, 


And there be gather Tres which bear - WUemm , agamit the 


which is ns Pedicine, but -only to take of the Leaves cf the 
ſame Trees, and ſtamp them, and temper them with UWater, 
and d2ink it, 02 elſe he thall die ſuddenly, foz nothing elſe may 
help him. And if ye. will know how theſe Trees bear Meal, 
J thall tell you : men hew with an Yatchet about the Not of 
the Tre by the Earth and they pierce it in many places, 
and then rometh out a Liquoz, the which they take into Ueſ⸗ 
ſels, and ſet it in the Sun, and dry it, and when it is d2y, they 
carry it unto the Pill to grind, and thereof is fair cal and 
white, Alſo Boney, Mine, and enim, are drawn out of 
other Tres in the ſame manner, and they put it into Uellels 
to keep. In that Ille is a dead Sea, which is a water that hath 
no bottom; and if any man fall therein he can never be found: 
beſide that Sea groweth great Canes, and under their Roots 
men find pꝛecidus Stones of a g2eat Uertue, foꝛ he that bear⸗ 
eth one of thoſe Stones about him, there may no Aron wound 
him no2 dꝛaw blood of him and therefo2ze they that have thoſo 
Stones fight full hardy; foꝛ there may no Meapon that is of Jron 
wound them; therekoꝛe they that know the manner, make their 
weapons without Iren, and ſo ther lay them. |

But no 
man can tell the cauſe why it is ſo: But they of that Country ſay 
that thoſe Fiſhes come fo thither to do wozſhip to their King, fo2 
they ſay, he is the woꝛthieſt King of all the TWo21d, foz he hath ſo 
many Wives, and getteth ſo many Childzen of them. And that 
ſame King hath faurt en thouſand of Elephants, or moꝛe which be

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tame, and they be kept foꝛ his pleaſure by the men of that Coun⸗ 
try, ſo that he may have them ready at his hand when he hath any 
War againſt any Ring o2 Prince, and then he voth put upon their 
backs Caſtles and men of Mar, as the uſe of that Land is, às other

G9d, befoꝛe he either eat o: d2ink $5 and he bearcth alſo about 
his Peck a Ruby Orient fine and good, that is near a fot 
and Ave fingers long. Foz when they chuſe their Bing, they 
give to him that Ruby to bear in his hand, and then they 
lead him riding about the City, and then ever after they Ser 
ub⸗ 
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ſubject fo him, and therefo2e he beareth that Ruby alway a- 
bout his Reck; fo2 if he bear not the Ruby, they would no 
longer hold him - foz their King, The great Caane of Cathay 
hath much coveted this Ruby: buf he might never have it 
neither by war noꝛ by other means: And this King is a full 
true and verfuous man, fo2z men may go ſafely and ſurely 
thzough his Land, and bear all that they will, foz there is no 
man fo hardy to let them. And from thence men go to an 
Ille that is called Silo this Ille is moze than an hundzed 
mile about and therein be many Serpents which are g2eat, 
with yellow ſtrikes, and they have four feet with ſho2t legs; 
and great claws ſome be five fadome ok Kength, and ſome 
of eight, and ſome of ten, and ſome mo2e, ſome leſs, and they 
be called Crocodiles: and there be alſo many wild Beaſts and 
Elephants. | | 


Alſo in this Ille and in many Illes thereabout are many wild 
Geſe with two heads, and there are alſo in that Country white 
Lyons, and many other ſtrange beaſts: but if I ſhould tell all, it

In this coun⸗ 
try they take a beaſt that is ralled a Loy2e and they ker p it ko gs 
info Waters and Rivers and raight way he bringeth foꝛth ok the 
TWater great Fiſhes ; and thus they fake Fiſh as much as them 
ner deth. 

From this Ctty men go many days Journey to another 
Cify called Caſſay, which is one ok the faireſt in the TWozip, 
foꝛ that city is near fifty mile about, and there is in that City 
Above twelve pꝛincipal gates withcut. Frem thence within thece 
miles is another. great city, and within this Cify ars moze 
then ten thouſand Bridges, and upon each Bridge is a ſtrong 

Tower, where the k pers dwell, to keep it againſt the great 
Caane for it boundeth on his land: and on cach- ide of the Ci⸗ 
ty runncth ea great River, and there dwell Chꝛiſtians and c- 
ther, fo2 it is a god and plentcous country, and there groweth 
very good Mines. In this City the King ok Paäntie was 
wont to dwell and there dwell yet Keligious men, And men JF 
go upon the River till they come to an Abbey. of, Ponks a 
little from the Citp, and in that Abbey is a great Garden, and 
therein is ſundry ſozts of . Trees of divers Fruits: In that 
Garden are divers: kinds of . beaſts, as Babones, Ares, 
| | „ Parniozets, 
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Marmozets, and other: and when the Convent have caten, # 
Monk taketh the remainder and beareth it info the Garden, 
ringeth once with a Bell of Silver, which he holdeth in his 
hand; and anon come all thoſe beaſts that J ſpeak of, and 
many moze, near two 62 th2ce thouſand, and he grocth them 
meat in fair Ticfſſe!s of Silver: and when they have eaten, he 
fmiteth the Bell again; and they go away : and the Monk 
faith that thoſe Beaſts are ſouls of men that are dead, and 
thoſe Beaſts, that are fair, are ſouls of Loꝛds, and other rich 
men; and thoſe that arc foul Beaſts, are ſouls cf other Com- 
mons 3; and J asked them ik it had not been better to give 
that relief to pooz men; and they ſaid, There is no poo2 Pan 
in that Country ; but ik there were, yet were it moze Alms 
to give it to thoſe ſouls that ſuffer there their pennance, and may 
go no farther to get their meat, then to men that have Wit, and 
may travel fo? their meat. Then men come to a City that is 
called Chibens, and there was the firſt ſiege of the King of Pancie. 
In this City arethꝛeelcore b2idgesof one as fair as map be made. 


CHAP, LXIV, 


Ofthe Land of Pigmie, the people whereof are but three 
ſpans long, 


* VI 32 men paſs from the City ok Chibens, they paſs 

* over a great Ki ver of freſh water, and it is near four 
mile bꝛoad, and then men enter into the land of the Great 
Caane; This River goeth through the land Pigmie, and there 
men are of liftle ſtature, foꝛ they are but thꝛee ſpans long, and 
they are very fair both men and women, though they be little: 
and they are married when they are half a year old, and they live 
but eight pear, fo2 he that nveth eight year, is holden very old: 
theſe all men are the beſt woꝛkmen of Silk and Cotten, and all 
manner of things that are in the woꝛld; and theſe men travel not, 
102 Till land, but they have among them great men, as we are

we would have of Gyants, oz of them if they were among us,

Rom khis land men go through many Countries; cities, and 
1 Towns, till they come to a City that men call Panke. In that 
city is a great Navy ct Ships, and they are white as ſnow, by rea 
ſon of the colour of the Md they are made of and they are made 
as it were great Houſes, with Balls and chambers,and other eagle a 
ments.

Of the Land named Cathay, and of the great riches 
thereof, 


' A NOfrom thence-men go upon a River that men call Ceremc⸗ 
lan, and this Ni ver goeth thꝛough Cathay, and doth many times 
harm when it wareth great, Cathay is a fair country and rich, full 
of goods and merchandize: thither come Merchants every year koꝛ 
fo fezch Spices, and other Perchandiſe moꝛe tommonly than thep a 
do to other Countries. And ye ſhall underſtand that the Perchants 
that come from Urcnice, oꝛ from Gene, 02 frem other rluces of 
Lombardp, o2 of Jtaly, they go by Sea and land eleven months oz 
moꝛe ere they come to Cathay. 


* | CHAP. LXVII. 


Of a great City named Cadon, wherein is the great 
Palace and Se:ge, 


N the Province of Cathay towards the Calf, is an old Cify, 
and beſide. that City the Tartarians have made another 
City that men call Cavin, that hath rij. Gates, and between 
each two gates is a great mile, fo2 thoſe two Cities the old 
and the new is round about twenty miles: In this City is the 
Palace and Seige of the great Caanc: It 1s a very fair place 
and great, of which the Walls about be two miles, and with- 
in that are many fair places, and in the Garden of that Pa⸗ 
lace is a very great ill, on the which is another Palace, 
a ä and 
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and it is the faireſt that may be found in any place; and all about 
the Hill are many Trees bearing divers fruits, and about the Bill 
is à great Ditch, and there near are many Rivers on each ſide, 
and in thoſe are many wild Fowls that he may take and not go 
cut of the Palace. Mithin the Yall of that Palace arc thirteen 
Pillars of Gold, and all the Malls are covered with rich skins cf 
Bcaſts that men call Panthers. / 

Zheſe are fair Beaſts and well ſmelling, and by the ſmell of thoſe 
Skins, no evil ſmell may come to the Palace: thoſe Skins are as red 
as blood, and they ſhine ſo againſt the lun, that a man can ſcarcely be- 
hold them, and thoſe skins arc eſtemed there as much as gold. In the 
mut ok the Palace is a place made, that they call, the ountoꝛ foꝛ the 
great Caan: that is well deckt with great and pretious ſtones hang⸗ 
ing about: and at the four co2ners of the Pountoꝛ are four Nedders 
$f Gold, and under that Wountoꝛ, and about are Conduits of Beve- 
rage that they d2ink in the Emperoꝛs Court And the Hall of that 
Palace 15 richly deckt and well: and firſt at the upper end of the 
Ball is the Throne of the Cmpcro2 very high, where he ſitteth at 
meat, at a Table that is weil boꝛdered with gold, and that bozder 
is full of precious ones, and great pearls, and the græces on which 
he gocth up, are of divers precious ſtones boꝛdered with Gold. 

At the left five of his Thꝛone, is the ſeat of his Mile, a degree 
lower than he ſitteth, and that is of Jaſper, bozdered with Gold, 
and the ſeat of his ſecond Aike, is a degree lower than the firſt, and 


third Mike is a degree lower than the ſecond, fo2 always he hath 3 
Mives with him whereſoover heis: beide theſe Wives, on the 
ſame (ide ſitteth other Ladies of his kin, each one lower than other, 
as they are of degree: And all theſe that are married, have 
a Counterfeit of a Bans fot upon their Beads, near a cubit long, all 
made with p2ecions Loncs, and about they are made with ſhining 
Feathers of Peacocks, 62 ſuch other, in teken that they are in 
kuh jection of man, and under mans fat; and they that are not wedded 
have none ſuch, And en the right ſide of the Empers? ſitteth firlt his 
„Son, the which thail be Emperoꝛ after him, and he ſitteth alſo a 
degree lower then the Emferoꝛ, in ſuch manner of Scats as the 
Emperoꝛ ſitteth, and by hem ſitteth other Loꝛds cf his kin, each one 
lower then other, as they are of degree. And the Empersꝛ hath his 
Table by himſelk alone, that is made or gold and pꝛecious ſtones, o: 
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of white Chꝛiſtal, oꝛ pellow boꝛdered with geld, and each one of his 
Wives hath a Table by her ſelk. 

And under the Emperozs Table ifteth four Clarks at his feet, 
that wꝛite all that the Empersz ſails, be it good or ill. And as great 
feaſts about the Emperoꝛs table, and all other Tables in the Pall 
is a Uine made of Gold, that goeth all about the Hall, and it hath 
many bꝛanches of grapes like to grapes of the Mine: ſome are white, 
ſcme are pellow ſome red ſome gꝛeen, and ſome black:all the red are 
of Rubies, of Creams, oz Allobance: the white are of Chꝛiſtal o2 
Y5yral, the pellow are of Zopaces, the green of Emeralds & Chep⸗ 
ſolites, and the black are of Auicks and Ger ands; and this Nine 
is made thus of pꝛecious ſtones ſo pꝛoperlp, that it ſœ meth that it 
were a Uine. growing And befo2e the board of the Emperoꝛ ſtand⸗ 
eth great Loꝛds, and no man is ſo hardy fo ſpeak unto him, except 
it be uſitians fo ſelace the Emperoꝛ. And all the Uelſels that are 
ſcrved in his Ball v2 Chambers, are cf pꝛecious Stones, and ſpe⸗ 
cially at the Tables where great Lo2ds eat, that is to ſay, of 
Jaſper,Ch2yffal, Amathiſt, or fine Gold, and the cups are of Eme⸗ 
ralds, Saphirs Topaces, and other of any manner of ſtones, x ſilver 
have they no Ueſſels, koꝛ they eſtem but little of Silver to make 
Ueſgels of, but they make of Silver, G2eeces, Pillars, and Pave⸗ 


ments of Malls and Chambers. And ve ſhall underſtand that my 


Fellow and J were in wages with him lixten moneths againſt 
the King of Panchy, upon whom he made Mar, and the cauſe was, 
we had ſo great deſire to ſe the Nobilitp of his Court, if it were 
ſuch as we heard ſpeak of; and truly we found it moꝛe rich, and 
of greater Royalty then ever we heard ſpeak of, and we ſhould ne⸗ 
ver have believed it, had we not ſeen it: but ye ſhall underſtand, 
the nſe of eating and drinking is moze evil among us then in thoſe 
countries, foꝛ all the commons eat upon skins of beaſts on their 
knees, and eat the ficth of all manner of Beaſts, and when they 
have all eat, they wipe their hands on their Skirts ; and they 
eat but once in the day, and eat but little bꝛead: but the manner 
ol the Lords is full Noble, : 
| CHAP, LXVIII. 
' Wherefore the e of Cathay is called the great Caane, 
ND ye fhall underſfand w''9 he is call'd the great Caane: ye 
know that all the Wozld was deſtroyeo with Noes Floud, 
but Noe, his UUife and Childzen. Noe had thz& Sens, 
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gem, Cham, and Japhat ; Cham, when he ſaw his Fathers Pꝛi⸗ 
vities naked when he ſiept, he ſcozned it, and therefoze he was 
curſed, and ] phat covered it. Theſe threw Wꝛethꝛen had all Land. 
Then Cham twk the beft part Eaſtward, that is call o Aſia. Sem tk 
Africa, and Japhat tok Europe. Cham was the mightieſt and rich- 
eſt of his bꝛethꝛen, and of him are come the Painim folk, & drvers 
manner of men of thoſe Jes,fome headleſs, and others disfigured : 
fo2 this Cham the Empero2;they called him Cham and Loꝛd cf all: 
But ve ſhall unveritand that the Emperoꝛ of Cathay is called Caane, 
and not Cham; and fo2 this cauſe ; It is not long ago that ail Tarta- 
ry was in ſubjecion and thꝛall to other Nations about, and they were 
made Heardſmen to ke pbeaſts, and among them were vij.Linages 
02 Bings: the fr Was called Tartary, that is the beſt, the ſecon 
1 inage is called Tamahot, the third Furace, the fourth Vilitre 
the fifth Jemoth, the ſixth Menchy, and the ſeventh Sobeth, Theſe 
are all holden of the great Caane of Cathay. Now it befell that the 
firſt Linage was an old man, and he was not rich, and men called 
him Chauius. This man lap and llept on a night in his bed, and 
there came to him a Knight all white, fifting upon a white hazſe, 
ſaid to him, Caane, finpeſt thon 2 God that is Almightyp ſent 
me fo the, and it is his will that thou ſay to the vi j. Linages, that 
thou ſhalt be their Emperoꝛ, fo2 vou ſhall conquer all the Land a- 
bout vou, and ther all be in your ſubjection, as pou have been in 
theirs: and when the moꝛrow taͤme he role up and told the vij li⸗ 
nages, and they ſcoꝛned him, and ſaid he was a fol: and the next 
night the ſame Unight came to the ſeven Linages, and bade them in 
Gods behalf to make Chanius their Einpers2, and they ſhould be cut 
of all ſubjection. And cn the moꝛrow they choſe Chanius to be Em⸗ 
peroꝛ, and did him all woꝛſhip that they might do, and called him 
Caane as the white Unight called him, and they ſaid they would do 
as he bade them. Then he made many ſtatutes and Labs, the which 
thcy called Ilakan. The firſt ſtatute was that they might be cbe⸗ 
dient to God Almighty, and believe that he would deli ver them out 
of th2aldom, and that they chould call on him in all their works. 


Another Statute was, that all men that could bear arms ſhould 


be numb2ed, and to each ten ſhould be a Paſter, and to a hundꝛed 
a Walter, and fo a thauſand a Paſter. Then he commanded to all 
the greateſt and p2zincipalleſt of the vij. Linages that they ſhould 


fozſake all that they had in Yeritage o2 Lo2dſhip, and that they 
D2 ſhould 
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ſhould hold them apaid of that he would give them cf his Gꝛace: 

they did ſo. And alſo he bad them, that each man ſhould b2ing his 
eldeſt Son befo2e him, andflay his own Son with his cwn hands, 
and ſmite off his Head: and pꝛeſently they did his bidding. And when 
he ſaw they made no letting of that he bade them, then he bade them 
follow * banner, t then he put in ſubjection all the land — him. 


CH AP. LXIX. 
How the great Caane was hid under a Tree, and ſo 
eſcaped his Enemies becauſe of a Bird. 

A ND it befell on a dap, that the Caan rode with a few men fo ſee 

the Land that he had won, and he met with a great multitude 
of his enemies, and there he was caſt down off his Hoꝛſe, © his hoꝛſe 
lain; æ when his men ſaw him at the earth they thought he had ber 
dead, and fled, and the Enemies followed after: and when he ſaw 
his enemies were far, he hid him in a buſh,fo2 the Nod was thick 
there, and when they were come again krom the Chaſe. they went 
to ſeek among the Wood, if any were hid there, and they found 
many ; and as they came to the place where he was, they ſaw a 
Bird fit on a Tre, the which Bird, men call an Owl, and then 
fay thep, that there was no man, loꝛ the Bird ſat there, and ſo went 
they away, and thus was the great Caane ſaved from death, and ſg 
he went away ona night to his own men, which were glad of his 
coming: and from that time unto this day men of that Countrey 
have that Bird in great reversnce, and foz that cauſe they woꝛſhip 
that Bird above all other Birds of the world. 

And incontient he aſſembled all his men, and rod upon his Ene- 
mies and deſtroped them; and when he had won all the lands that 
were about him, he held them in ſubjection: And when the Caane 
had led all the Lords to Pount Belvan, the white Knight came to 
him in a viſion again, and ſaid unto him, Caane the will of God is 
that thou paſs the Pount Bel pan and thou ſhalt win many lands; 
and becauſe thou halt find no paſſage go thou to the Mount Bel pan, 
that is, upon the Sea ſide, and knel nine times thereon againſt 
the Eaſt Wo2ſhip of God, and he ſhall ſhew thee a way how 
thou ſhalt. paſs,and Caane did ſo, and anon, the Sea that touched 
the Bill withdꝛew it Self, and ſhewed him a fair way of 
nine fot bzoad between the Mill and the Sea, and ſo he paſſed 

right well with all his men, and then he wan the Kand of Ca- 
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thay , that is the beit land and the greateſt cf ali the Woꝛld: 
and foꝛ theſe nine kneelings, and the nine fot cf — v, the Caane 
and the men of * the number cf 9 in great wozlkip. - 
P 
Of the great Caane's Let! ers, and the wr iting about 
his Seal. 

A ND when he had won the land of Cathay, he died, and then 

raigned after Cychoco the cldeſt Son of Caane, and his other 
Bꝛothers went to win them lands in other countries, and they 
won the Land or P2ulte, and ef Ruſte, and they call themſclres 
Caanes ; but he ot Cathay is the greateſt Lo2d ef the WU0921d, ald 
ſo he calls himſelk in his Letters, and ſaith thus, Caane filius Dei 
excelſi, univerſam terram colent ium ſummus Imperator & Dominus 
Dominantium. That is to ſay, Caane Gods Son, Emperour of 
all thoſe that till the L and, and Lo2d of Lo2ds, And the w2 iting 
about the Gꝛeat Seal is, Deus in Cœlo, & Caane * r terram ejus 
fortitudo, omnium hominum Imperatoris ſigillum. That ts to ſay, 
God in Heaven, Caane upon Carth the firength, the Seal cf the 
Empcrour of all men. And the wꝛiting about his Pꝛivp Seal is, 
Dei fortitudo, omnium hominum Imperator is ſigillum: That is 
the ſtrength of God, the Seal of the Emperour of all men, Al⸗ 
though it be ſo that they be not Chꝛiſtians, pet the Emperdur and 
the Tartarians believe God Almighty, 


CHAP, LXXI. 
Of the Governance of the Country of the 
Great Caane. 

Ne DU have J told pou why he 1s called the great Caang: Now 
thall J tell you of the governing of his Court when typen make 
great Feaſts, and he kepeth four principal Feaſts in the p ear, the 
firſt is of his Birth; the ſecond when. he is carried to the Temple 
to be Circumciſed; the third is ok his Idols, when they begin to 
ſpeak: and the fourth when the Idol beginneth fir to do Piracles, 
and at thoſe times he hath men well arrayed by ticuſands, and by 
hundreds, and each one knows what he ſhall do. Foz there is ſirſt 
oꝛdained 4 thouſand rich Barons and mighty, fo2 to oꝛdain the feat, 
and to ſer ve the Emperourz;and all theſe Barons have crowns of gold 
well deckt with pzectous ſtones and Pearls,an d they are clan in cloth 
o Gold x Camathas, as richly as they may be made: they may well 
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have ſuch cloaths, fo2 they are there of leſs pꝛite then wellen cloth 
his here. And thole kour thouſand Barons are parted into four parts 
and each company is clad in divers colours very richly ; and when 
the Zrft thouſand is paſſed, and hath ſhewed themſelves, then come 
the ſetond thouſand, and then the third thouſand,and then the fourth, 
and none of them ſpeaketh a woꝛd. Aadon the one live of the Em⸗ 
perours Table ſitteth many Philoſophers of many Sciences, ſome 
of Aſtronomp, Negromancy, Geometry, Pyromancy, and ma⸗ 
ny other Sciences, end ſeme have befoze them Aftrelobes of gold 
and pꝛecious ſtoncs, full ot Sand oꝛ o! Coals burning; ſeme have 
Hozologies well dight and richly, and many other Inſtruments af- 
ter their Sciences; and at a certain hour when they ſee time, they 
lap to men that Ttand befs2e them, Pake peace; and then ſay thoſe 
men with a loud voice to all the Hall, Pow be ſtill a while; and 
then ſaith one of the Philoſophers, Each man make reverence, and 
incline to the Emperour, that is Gods Son, and Loꝛd of the world 
fo now is time and hour: and then all men bow to him, and 

Aneel on the Earth, and then the Philoſopher biddeth them riſe up 
again; and at another hour, another Philoſopher biddeth them put 
their finger in their Ears, and they do fo ; and at another hour a⸗ 
nether Philoſopher biddeth that all men ſhould lay their hands on 
their Heads, and they do ſo: and then he biddeth them take them a⸗ 
wap, and they do ſo:and thus from hour to hour they bid divers things, 
And J asked pꝛivatelp what it Hould mean, and one of the Paſters 
ſaid, that the bowing and the knerling on the earth at that time hath 
this token, that all thoſe men that kneeled ſo, ſhall evermoꝛe be true 

to the Emperoꝛ, that loꝛ no gift no: thꝛeatning they ſhall never 
be Tzaptoꝛs noz falſe to him: and the putting of the finger in 
the Ear hath this token, that none of thoſe hall hear any ill ſpo- 
ken of the Emperoꝛ, o2 his Council. And ye ſhall underſtand 
that men bring nothing, as cloaths bꝛead, dꝛink, no2 no ſuch things 
to the Emperoꝛ, but at certain hours that the Philoſophers tell; + 
ik any man raiſe war againſt the Emperoꝛ in what country ſoe ver 
it be, theſe Philoſophers know it ſon, and tell the Emperoꝛ, oꝛ his 
Council, and he lendech men thither, fo2 he hath many men. gif 
he hath manp men that kep birds, as Gerfaulkens, Sparhawj;s, 
Fawkens,Gentles,Lavers,Secres,Popinjayes that can ſoak an; 
many other: Be hath ten thouſand Elephants, WUBabveons, 
Warmozets 
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Marmozets and other, and he hath ever about him many Phiſiti⸗ 
ans, moꝛe then 200 that are Chꝛiſtian men, and Daraltns,but yet he 
truſteth moꝛe in Chꝛiſtian mien than in Harafuis. And there is in 
that Tountry many Saralins that arc converted to the faith, thꝛough 
the pꝛeaching of god Chriſtian men that dwell there, and there are 
many that will not be known they are Chꝛiſtians. 


CHAP. LXXII. 
Of the great riches of the Emperor, of his diſpending. 
"EY Empero? is a great L02d, he may dilpend what he will 
without number, becauſe he ſpendeth neither Sil ver no2 Gold 
and maketh no Peney but of Leather oꝛ Skins, and this ſame mon⸗ 
ey goeth thꝛough all his Land, and ef the Silver and Gold buildeth 
he his Palace: and he hath in his Chambe ra Pillar of Gold, in 
the which is a Ruby, and a Carbuncle of a fot long, the which 
lighteth all his Chamber by night: and he hath manp other preci- 
ous ſtones and Rubies, but this is the richeſt. 
This Emperour dwellcth in the Hummer toward the Noꝛth, in 
a City that men call Sapdus, and there it is very cold; and in the 
Minter he dwelleth in a City that men call Cemalach, and there 
it is very hot, but fo2 the moſt part he is at Cadon, that is net 
far from thence. . 
CHAF LAX IL 
Of the Ordinance. of the Lords of the Emperour, when he. rideth 
from one Country to a other to War. 


\ Nd when the great Caane doth ride from one Country toane- 
ther, they oꝛdain 4 Veſts of People, of which the firit goeth 
befoze a daies Journey, and that Yott lycth at even wher e the Em⸗ 
peroꝛ ſhall lie on the mozrow, and there is plenty of UGigudls. And 
another hoſt cometh at the right fide of him, and another at the lekft 
8 ſide, and in each Volt is many men, and then cometh the fourth Holt 
behind him a Bow d2aughf, and there is moꝛe men in that, then 
in any other. And ye ſhall underſtand that the Emperour rideth on 
no Yo:ſe ; but when he will as to any ſecret place with a ſmall 
Train, where he will not be known, then he rideth in a Chariot 
with 4 Uheels, and thereupon is a Chamber made of a tree that. 
men call Lignum Aloes, that cometh cut of Paradiſe Ferreſtre, and 


that chamber is covered with fine Gold, and pzetious Stones and 
Pearls, 
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Pearls, and four Elephants, and 4 Oren all white go therein, and 
5 or 6 great Loꝛds ride about him, fo that none other man may 


teme nigh him except the Emperdur call and, and in the ſame man⸗ 


ner with a Chariot, and ſuch Train, rideth the Empꝛeſs by ans; 


ther lide, and the Cmpero2s eldeſt Son in that ſame array, and they 


hare ſo many people, that it is a great mar vel foz to ſee. 


CAA 
How the Empire of the great Caane is divided into twelve Provinces, 
and how they do caſt Incenſe in the fire, where the great Caane 
paſſcth throrvgh the Cities and Towns, in worſhip of the Empe- 
rour, . 
Ahe land cf the great Caane is divided into twelve P2ovinces 
and every P2ovince hath moꝛe then two thouſand cities and 
te uns. And Uhen the Emperoꝛ rideth through the country, as he 
ralłeth thꝛeugh cities end tewns,cach man maketh a fire befoꝛe his 
houſe, and caftcth therein Incenſe, and other things that give good 
ſmell to the Emreroꝛ. And if any men of Keligion that are Chꝛi⸗ 
tian men dwen near where the Emperoz cometh, they meet him 
with Pꝛocelsien, with croſs and holy water, and they ſing Veni cre- 
ator Spiritus, with loud voite: # when he ſeeththem ceming, he com- 
mandeth the Lords to ride near to them to make wap, that the 
Kcligieus men map come to him; + when he ſeeth the croſs, Be 
doth off his Bat that is made of pꝛecious ſtones, and great Pearls, 
and that Vat 1s ſo rich, that it is a mar vel to tell, and then he incli⸗ 
neth to the Croſs, and the Pꝛelate ef the Religious men ſaith Oꝛi⸗ 
fens befoꝛe him and giveth him the blelsing with the Croſs, and he 
intlineth to the bieſsing full devoutly: and then the P2clate giveth 
him ſome fruit, to the number of nine Pears oꝛ Apples, o2 other 
fruit, in a Platter of Gold, and then the Emperoꝛ taketh one there⸗ 
cf, and the other he giveth to his Loꝛds : fo2 the manner is ſuch 
there, that no ſtrange man may come befo2e the Emperoꝛ, but he 
dives him lemewhat, after the old Law, that ſaith, Non accedir 
conſpectu meo inanis, that 15-to ſay, Ao man comes into my ſight 
- empty, And then the Emperoꝛ biddeth thole Religious men that they 
30 koꝛth, fo that men cf his Yoſt defile them not; and thoſe Keligi⸗ 
eus men that eweil where the Empꝛels 02 the Emperozs Son cem- 
th, they da in the leme manner. 
CHAP. 
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CHAP, LXXV. 
How the Caane is the mightieſt Lord of all the World. | 
is great Caane is the mightieſt Lo2d of the wozld, fo2 Preſter 


0 John is not ſo great a Lo2d, nog the Soldan of Babylon, noz 


the Emperoꝛ of Perſia, In this land a man hath an hundꝛed wives, 
ſome fo2ty, and ſome m92e, fome leſs, and they take of their kin 
to wives, all ſave their Siſters, their Mothers and Daughters; and 
they alſo take their Step⸗ mother, if their Father be dead; e men and 
women have all one manner of cloathing, ſs that they may not be 
known: but the women that are married, bear a token on their heads, 
and they dwell not with their Yusbands, but he may Ive by any 
as he will; They have plenty of all manner of beaſts ſave Swine, 
fo2 they will keep none: and they believe in God that made all things, 
and yet have they Idols of Gold and Silver, and to thoſe Idols they 
offer their firſt milix of beaſts, 


CHAP, LXXVI, - 
Yet of other manners ofthis Country, 


TN Emperour the great Caane hath thꝛæ Mives, and the pꝛin⸗ 
cipal wife was Preſter Johns Daughter. And the people of this 
country begin to do all their things in the new Mon, and they woꝛ⸗ 
ſhip much the Dun and the Yen ; thoſe men ride commonly with- 
out Spurs, and they hold it a gꝛeat fin to break one bone with a- 
nother, and to ſpill Pilk on the ground, oꝛ any other liquoz that 
men may d2ink : and the moſt fault that they may do, is to piſs 
in the Vouſes where they dwell ; and he that pifſcth in his 
Houſe ſhall be ain:and of that fin they ſhꝛive them to their Pꝛieſts, 
and foꝛ fir Pennance they give Silver, and the place where they 
have piſſed ſhall be hallowed, o2 eiſe may no man come there, 
And when they have done their Pennance, they ſhall paſs 
th2ough a fire 02 two, to make them clean of their ſins : when 
they have eaten they wipe their Yands upon their skirts, foz 
they have no Table-cloaths, except if be vezp g2eat Lo2ds : 
and when thep have all eaten, they put their Diſhes o2 Plat- 
ters not waſhed, into a Pot oz Cauldzon with the fleſh that 
is left when they have eaten, untill they will cat another 
time: and rich men deink Milk of Pares, Aﬀes, oz other 
beaſts,

beaſts, and other Beverage, that is made of Pilk and Water to⸗ 
gether, foꝛ they have neither Beer no2 Mine. And when they go 
to TAar they War full wiſely, and each man of them beareth 2 oz 3 
Boos, and many Arrows, and a g2eat Hatchet. Gentlemen have 
ſhoꝛt Swords, & he that fleeth in Battel they lay him, x they are e- 
ver in purpoſe to bꝛing all the land in ſubjectien to them; fo2 they 
ſay, it is P2opheſicd that they ſhall overcome by thot of Archers, 
and that they ſhall turn men fotheir Law, but they wot not what 
men they ſhall be: and it is great peril to purſue the Tartarians 
when they flee, fo2 they will ſhot behind and lay men, as well as 
befoze ; and they have ſmall eyes as little Birds, and they are 
commonly falſe, fo2 they hold not their pzomiſe. And when a man 
ſhall dye among them, they ſtrike a Spear in the earth beſide him; 
and when he dꝛaweth to the death, they go out of the Houſe till he 
be dead, then they put him into the Earth in the Field. 
CH AP, LXXVII. 
How the Emperour is brought unto his Grave when 
| he is dead, 

ND when the Emperoꝛ is dead,fhey ſet him info a Cart, in 
4 Þ the midſt of his Lent;and then ſet befoze him a Table covered 
with a cloth,thereupon they ſet fleſh and other meat, and a Cup full 
of Mares Milk, and they ſet a Bare witha Colt by him, and a 
Hoꝛſe ſadled and b21dled, and they lay upon the Yozſe Gold and ſil⸗ 
ver, and all about him they make a gꝛeat Pit, and with all the things 
they put him therein, as the Tent, Yo2ſe, Gold and Silver, and 
all that is about him: and they ſay when he cometh into another 
Wo?2ld, he ſhall not be without an Youſe, no2 horſe, no2 Silver, 
no2 Gold, and the Mare ſhall give him Milk, and bꝛing fozth moze 
Pozſes till he be well ſtoꝛed in ancther Wozld : and one of his 
Chamberlains oꝛ Ser vants is put with him in the Earth, fo2 to 
do him ſervice in the other UWozld ; fo2 they believe that when he 
is dead, he ſhall go to another Moꝛld, and be a greater Loꝛd there 
then here; and when he is laid in the Earth, no man map be ſo 

hardy foz to ſpeak o him befoze his Friend. 

CHAP, LXXVIII. 

VVhen the Emperour is dead, how they chuſe and 
| make another, 

AND when the Empero2 is dead, ſeven of the Kindꝛed gather 
them together, and they touch his Son oz the next of his 
f biod, 
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blood, and they ſay thus, Ae willzand we oꝛdain, and we pꝛay ther⸗ 
that thou wilt ve cur Loꝛd and Emperoꝛ: and he enquireth of them, 
and ſaith, If ye will that J raign over pou, then mut you do all that 
FI bid you. And if J bid that any ſhall be ſlain, he ſhall be ſlain: 
and they anſwer all with one loud voyce,All that pe bid ſhall be done. 
Then ſays the Cmpero2, From hencekozth my word ſhall cut as 
my Sword: and then they ſet him in a Chair and Crswn him, 
and then all the god Towns thereabout ſend to him pꝛeſents, (a 
much, that he thall have moꝛe then an hundꝛed Camel] laden with 
Gold and Sil ver, beſide other Jewels that he ſhall have of Le2ds; 
as pꝛecious Stones and Gold without number, and Yo2ſes, and 
rich cloaths of Camacas and Tarius, and ſuch other. | 
CHaP. LXXIX, 
What Countries and Kingdomes be next to the Land of Cathay, and 
the Fronts thereof, 
is land of Cathay is in Aſia the deep, and this ſame Land 
reacheth towards the Welt upon the Kingdom of Sercie, the 
which pertained ſome time to one of the th2ee Rings that went to ſeek 
dur Lo2d in Bethlem; and all theſe that come of this kin are Chꝛi- 
tian men. Theſe men ok Tartary dꝛink no Mine In the Land of 
Coroſayme, that is, at the Noꝛth⸗ſide of Cathay, is a very great plen- 
ty of gods, but no Mine, che which hath at the Eaſt fide a great 
Wilderneſs, that laſteth moꝛe then a hundꝛed dates Journey, 
and the beſt City of that land is called Coroſaym: And after the 
name of that City is the land called: and men of this land are good 
Marriours, and hardy; and thereby is the Kingdom of Comayne, 
this is the moſt and the greateſt Kingdom of the Wozld, but is 
not all inhabited; foꝛ in one place ot the land is ſo great cold, that 
no man may dwell there fo2 cold: and in another place is ſo great 
heat, that no man may dwell there: and there are ſo many 
Faiths, that a man cannot tell on what ſide he may turn him: and 
in this land are few tres bearing fruit. In this Land men lie 
in Tents, and they burn dung of Beals fo2 lack of wod. This 
land deſcendeth toward P2uſte and Ruſte, and th2ough this land 
runneth the River Cchel that is one of the greateſt Rivers of the 
Moꝛld, and it is frozen ſo hard every year, that men fight there- 
upon in great Battels on Yozſe, and Fot-men moꝛe then-a hun- 
dꝛed thouſand at once, And a little from that River is the great 
Stean, that they call Baure ; and between this Paure and Aſpy, 
P 2 is 
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is a very ſtreight paſſage to go toward Inde, and therefoze Ring 
Alexander did make there a City that men call Alexandry, fo2 to 

Rep that paſſage, ſo that no man may paſs unleſs he have leave, 
and now is that City. called Port de Fear, and the pꝛincipal City 

of Comaine is called Sarachts, that is one of the thze ways to go 

to Inde ; but th2ough this way may not men go unleſs it be in 

Winter, and this paſſage 1s called Berbent, And another way 

is to go from the land of Tulkescon thꝛough Perſia: in this way are 

many dates journey in Wilderneſs, And the third way is that 

that cometh from Coſmane, and goeth thꝛough the great City, and 

though the Kingdoms of Abachare, And ye ſhall underſtand, that 
all theſe Kingdoms and Lo2dſhips unto Perſia, are holden of the 
Caane, and many other, and therecfo2e he is a great Lo2d of men 

and of land. 


CH AP, LXXX. 


Of ether ways coming from Cathay toward the Greek Sea, and of 
the Emperour of Perſia. 


DW that J have ſhewed the land toward the North, to come 
from the lands of Cathay to the lands of Pruſte and Nullie, 
where Chꝛiſtian men dwell ; Now ſhall J ſhew unto you of other 
Lands and Kingdomes, in coming down from Cathay fo the 
Greek Sea, where Chꝛiſtian men dwell : and foz as much as 
nert the great Caane of Cathay, the Emperoz of Perſia is the 
greateſt Lo2d, therefoze J ſhall ſpeak of him; and they ſhall under⸗ 
ffand, that he hath twa Kingdoms, the one beginneth Eaſtward, 
and it is the Kingdom of Turkeſcon, and it laſteth Weſtward to 
the Sea of Caſpy, and Southward to the land of Inde. This land 
is great and plain, and well manned with god Cities, but two 
molt principal, the which are called Bacirida, and So2maguant. 
The other is the Kingdom of Perſia, and laſteth from the Ki ver of 
Piſon unto great Armony, and Nozthwardunto the Sea of Caſpy, 
Southwards to the Land of Inde; and this is a full plenteous 
Country, and a god: In this land are thzee pzincipal Cities, Naſ- 
ſahoz,@aphen, and Dermelle. a 


CHAP. 
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; CH AP. LXXXI. 
Of the Land of Armony, which is a good land, and of the land of 
Middy. 
A Ven is the land ol Armony, in the which was ſometimes th2ce 
j Mingdoms: that is a god land and plenteous, and it beginneth 
at Perfa, and laſteth Weſtward to Turky in length. and in breadth 
laſteth from the City of Alexander (that now is called Port de fear) 
unto the Land of Ptddy, In this Armony are many fair Cities, 
but Canrifty is moſt of name. Then is the land of Piddy, and it 
is very long and not broad, and beginneth Eaſtward to the land of 
Perfia, and Inde the leſs, and laſteth TWeſtward to the Kingdem 
of Chalde, and Nozthward to little Armony : In this Piddy are 
many great Hills and little Plains, and there dwell Saraſins and 
other manner ol men, that men call Coꝛdiner and Kermen, 


CH AP. LXXXII. - 
Of the Kingdom of Georgy and Abcan, and many marvels, 
J Ven next is the Kingdom of Georgy that beginneth Eaſtward 
at a great Mill, that men call Abioz : this land laſteth from 
Turky to the great Sea, and to the Land of Piddp, and to great 
Armony ; and in this land are two kingdoms, one of Abcan, and 
another of Geo2gy ; but he of Geo2gy is in ſubjection to the great 
Caane, but he of Abcan hath a ſtrong country, and defendeth him 
well againft the Enemies: and in this land ef Abcan is a great 
marvel, fo2 there is a country in this Land that is near th2e& days 
journey in length, and it is called Hampton, and that country is all 
covered with darkneſs, ſo that it hath no light, that no man may 
ſ& there, and no man dare go into that country foz darkneſs. And 
nevertheleſs men of that country thereby ſay, that they may ſome- - 
time hear therein the voices of Pen and Yozſes crying, and cocks 
crow, c they know well that men dwell there, but they know not what 
manner of men: and they ſay this darkneſs came thꝛough the woꝛk 
of God, that he did foꝛ Chꝛiſtian men there, Fo2 there was a wicked 
Emperoꝛ that was of Pop, and was called Saures, and he purſued 
ſometime the Chꝛiſtian men to deſtrop them, and did make them 
do ſacrifice to his falſe gods, foz in that country dwelled many 
Chꝛiſtian men, the which left all their godg, and cattel, and riches, 
and went to Greece: and when they were all ina great Plain that 
is called Mecon, the Emperoꝛ and his men came to fav the Chziſtian 
| men,

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men, and then the Chꝛiſtian men kneeled down and prayed to God 
ard anon-came a thick Clond and covered che Emperoꝛ and all his 
Veaſts, fo that he might not go away, and ſo they dwelt in dark- 
nels, and they never came cut after: and the Chꝛiſtian men went 
fo: ward as they weuld ; and therefoze they ſay thus, A Domino 
factum eit iſtud, & eſt mirabile in oculis noſtris: that is to ſap, Of 
our Loꝛd is this done, aud it is marvellous in our epes. Out cf this 
land cometh aKiver whereby men may lee by god tokens that men 


dwell therein. | 
CHAP. LXXXIII. 
Of the Land of Turky, and divers other Countries, and of the land 
of Meſopotamia, 
e nert is the Land of Turky, that reacheth to gꝛeat Armony, 
and therein are many Corntries, as Caperdoce, Saure, Brike, 
Quecion, Patyn, and Geneth: in each one of theſe countries are ma- 
ny good Cities, and it is a plain land, with few Hills and Rivers. 
And then is the Kingdom of Meſopotamy, that beginneth Weft- 
Ward at the River of Tygre, at the City that mien call Moſel, and 
it laſteth Weſtward to the river of Euphrat, to a City that men 
call Rochaim, and IA eſtward from high 4rinony, unto the Mil⸗ 
derneſs of [ndec the leſs, and it is a god land and plain, but there 
is few Rivers, and there is but two Mills in that Land, the one 
is called Simar, and the other Liſon, and it reacheth unto the 


land of Chalde. 
CHAP, LXXXIV. 
Of divers Countries, Kingdomes, id Iſſes, and Marvels beyond 
the Land of Cathay. 

DU have J ſaid and ſpoken of many things on this ſide of the 
great kingdom of Cathay; of whom many are obeyſant to the 
great Caane. Now J ſhall tell of ſome lands, countries and Illes 
that are beyond the land of Cathay: whoſo goeth from Cathay» to 
Inde the Vigh and the low, he ſhall go thzough a Kingdom that 
men call Cadiſſen, and it is a great land: there groweth a manner 
of Fruit as it were Gourds, and when it is ripe, men cut it aſun⸗ 
der, and they find therein a Beaſt as it were of fleſh, bone and bloud, 
AS it were alittle Lamb without wooll, and men eat the beaſt and 
Fruit alſo, and ſure it ſeemeth very ſtrange. Ne vertheleſs, J ſayd 
to them that J held that foꝛ no mar vel, foꝛ J ſaid that in my coun⸗ 


try are Trees that bare fruit that become birds fiying, and they 


are 
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are good fo eat, and that that falleth en the water liveth, and that 
that falleth on the Carth dieth; and they mar velled much thereat. 
Jn this land, and many other thereabout, are Trees that bear 
Cloves, and Nutmegs, and Pace, and many other Spices; and 
there be Uines that bear ſo great G2apes, that a ſtrong man 
thall have enough to bear a Cluſter of Gꝛapes. In that ſame land 
are the Pills of Caſpy that men call Uber, and incloſed within 
thoſe Mills are the Jews ofthe x. kinds, that men call Gop and Mag 
gog, and they nay ceme out en no lde, there were incleſed xxij. 
Rings, with their Kolk, that dweled between the Bins of 
Syche :; and king Alexander chaſed them thither among thoſe 
Hills, foꝛ he truſted to have incloſed them there, thꝛoughthe wozking- 
men, but he might not; and when he law he might net, he pray⸗

ed to God that he would fuliiil that which he has begun: God heard 


his aper, and imcloſed the Bills all about them but at ene ſide, 
and there is the lea of Caſpy, Here feme men might ask, - if 
there bea ſea on one fide, why go they not out there ther eto anſwer 
N, That although it be called a ſea, it is not a ſea, but a Pool 


ſtanding ameng Hills, and it is the greateſt Pool of all the world; 
and though thep go over that pol, pet they wot not where to 
Arrive, fo2 they can ſpeak no ſpech but their dun: And ve 
hall underſtand that thoſe Jews which dwell among the Bills 
have no Law among thein, and pet they pay Tribute fer their land 
to the Kings of Armonp: and ſometime it is fo, that ſome of

thoſe Jews go over the Hüls, but many may not paſs there toge⸗ 
ther, foꝛ the Hills are ſo great and high. Nevertheleſs, men ſay 
in that Countrey thereby, that in the time of Antichziſt they ſhall 
do much harm to Chꝛiſtian men, and therefore all the Jews that 
dwell in divers parts of the UWozld learn foz fo ſpeak Yeb:ew, 
foꝛ they hope that theſe Jews, that dwell among the Hills afoꝛe⸗ 
ſaid, ſhall come out of the Hills, and ſpeak all Bebꝛew, and noth- 
ing elſe, and then thall theſe Jews ſpeak Mebꝛew fo them, and 
leqd them into Chꝛiſtendom foꝛ to deſtroy Chꝛiſtian men. Foz 
fhcſe Jews ſay they know, by their P2opheſies, that thoſe Jews 
that are among thoſe Wills of Caſpy, ſhall come out, and Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtian men ſhall be in their ſubjeaion, as they be under Ch2ifitan 
men now. And ik pe will know how they ſhall find the paſſage out 
as J have underſtod, A (hall tell you. In the time of Antichziſt, a 
Fox ſhall make his Den in the ſame place where king Alexander 
did make his Gates, and he ſhall dig in the earth ſo long fill he 
pie2ce it though, and come among the Jews; and when they ſee 
the Fox, they ſhall have great mar vel of him, fo2 they never ſaw 
ſuch a Beaſt, but other Beaſts they have among them many : and 
they Gall chaſe this Fox and purſue him until that he be fledagain 
intohis Bole that he come facm, and then ſhall they dig after him 
until they come fo the Gates that Alexander did make of great 
ſtones weil laid with Bozter 2 then ſhall they break thoſe Gates, 
and they ſhall find the way koꝛth. 
CHAP, LXXXV. 
Of the land of Bactrie, and of many Griffons 
and other Beaſts, 

Pre this land men (hall go unto the Land of Bactrie, where 

are manp wicked men and cruel: In this land are Trees that 
bear wol, as it were Shep, of which they wake cloth. In this land 
are Ppotains that dwell ſometime on land, and ſometime on Ma⸗ 
ter, and are half a man and half a Yozſe ; and thep feed on men, 
when they may get them. In this land are many Griffons mo2e 
than in other places, and ſome ſay they have the body befoze as an 
Eagle, and behind as a 1 pon; and it is true, fo2 they be made lo; 
but the Griffon hath a body greater then 8 Lyons, and fkronger 
than 100 Eagles, foꝛ certainly he will bear to his Neit ping a 
Yo2ſe and a man upon his back, oz two Oren poked togekher as 
they goto Plough, to2 he hath long nails on his feet, as great as it 
were 
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were hoꝛns ol Dren, and of thoſe they make Cups there fo dꝛink 
with, and of his ribs they make bows to ſhoof with. 

CHAP, LXXXVI, 

Of the way to go to Preſter Johns land which is Emperour of Inde. 
” Rom this land of Bactrie men go in many days journey to the 
land ot Preſter John, that is a great 3 of Inde, and 
men call his land the Jade of Panfroze, This C 2 26 'eſter 
John holdeth a great land and many god Cities and ged Towne, 
In this Kingdom are many god Illes and large: fo2 the Land of 
Inde is parted into Illes, becauſe of great Rivers that come cnt 
Paradiſe; t alſo in the Sea are many great Ales. The beit City 
that is the Ile ol Pantroꝛe is called Nile, that is @ noble City and 
a rich. Preſter John hath under him many Rings, and divers L 92ds, 
and his land is god and rich; but not fo rich as the land of 
the great Caane, foz Merchants come not ſo much thither as they 
do into the land of the great Caane, foz it is to long a Journey, 
And alſo they find in that Alle of Cathap all things that they have 
need of, as Spicerie, Cloth of Gold, and other Riches: and althoug) 
they might have better cheap in the land of Preſter John than in 
the landof Cathay, and mo2e fone, nevertheleſs they well not go 
thither by reaſon of the length of the Journey, and arcat perils on 
ſea : foꝛ there are inany places in the ſea where are many Rocks of 
a Stone that is called Adamant; the which of his own kind dꝛaw⸗ 
eth to him all manner of Jron; and therefoze there may be no 
Ships that have Iron nails pals, but it dꝛaweth them to it, and 
therefoze they dare not go into that country with Ships, loꝛ fear 
of the Adam: ant: J went once into that Sea, and ſaw as it had been 
a great Alle ok Trees, ſcocks, and branches growing, and the 
Shipmen teld that theſe. were great Ships that abode there 
thꝛough the vertue of the Adamants: and of things that were 
in the Ships, whereok thoſe Zrees ſprung and wared;and ſuchrocks 

are there many in divers places of the Sea, and thercf:2c dar 
there no Ship men paſs that way, And another thing alſo is, that 
they fear the long way; and thercioze they go molt to Cathay, 
and that is nearer unto them. And pet it is not ſo near, but that 
from Uenice 62 Gene by ſea to Cathay is xi. oꝛ rij. months jour- 
nep. The land of preſter John is long, and Poerchauts paſs. thi⸗ 

ther thꝛough the Land of Perſia, and com? into a City that men call 
Mermes, fo2 a Philoſopher that was called Vermes ceunded it; 
N | and 
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and then paſs an arm ck the fea, and come to another City that 
men call @abvth, and there ia they ell Perchandileg, and Popin- 
japes as great plentv as 1 ar ks in our cduntr y. In this country is 
little Wheat 02 Baärlep, and therekoꝛe they cat Rice, Pilk, and 
Chieſe, and other fruits. This Cmpero2 Preſter John, wedded 
commonly the Daughter of the great Caane, and the great Caane 
his Daughter. In the land of Preſter John is many firange things 
and many pꝛecious fences fo great and fo large, that they make of 
them Utcſcls, Platters, and Cups, and many other things, of 


which it were to long to tell: but ſomewhat of his Law and ol 


is Faith I ſhall tell vou.

Vis Cmpero? Preſter John is Chꝛiſtened, and a great part of

And although there be no water in 
the Seg, pet men may und therein very good Filth, and of other 
faſhipu and ſhipe then are in any other Sea; and alſo they are cfa 
very god faite, and ſweet, and god to eat. And th2ce days jour⸗ 
ney from that Dea, are many great Bills, through which zunneth 
a great Floud that comet) from Paradiſe, and it is full of precious 
Tones, and no. d20op cf water, and if runneth with great Waves 
into the gravellp ſea: and this loud runneth thag vaics in the 
xk ſo faſt, that it carrieth great ſtones of the Rock with it that 
make ſuch noiſe, and as ſon as they come into the gravel ſea, they 
are ns moꝛe ſten; and in thoſe thre dates, when it runneth thus 
Ng man dare tome in it; but the other dates men go therein when 
thep will.

Of two other Iſles, the one is called Pitan, wherein be little men 
that can eat no meat: and in the other Ile the men are all full of 
Feathers. 

Here is another Jule that men call Pitan, the men of this land 
till no ground, fo2 they eat nothing; and they are (mall, but 
not ſo ſmall as Pigmies. Theſe men live with the ſmell of wild 

Apples, and when they go far out of the country they bear Apples 

with them; foz as ſoon as they loſe the ſavour of Apples, they die:

Ille where the people aze feathered, but their Face and the Palms 

of thcir Yands : theſe men go as well about the Sea as on the land, 

and they eat flethand Fiſh all raw: in this Ille is a River that 
is two mile anda half bꝛoad, that men call Renemar. 
CHAP, XC. 

Ofa rick man in Preſter Johns land, named Catolonapes, and of his 
Garden. 
fo in an Ille of Preſter Johns land, called Piſcorah. There 

4 was a man that was called Catolonapes, he was rich, and hav . 

a fair Caſtie on a Hill, and ſtrong, e he made a Mall about the hill 

very ſtrong, and fair; within he had a fair Garden, wherein were 

many Trees bearing all manner of Fruits tbat he might find, 
and had planted therein all manner of Herbs of good ſmell, and 
they bear Flowers, and there were many fair Mells; 
and by them was made many Halls and Chambers, well 
deckt with Gold and Azure, and he had made theze divers As 
0 
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ek Beaſts and Birds that ſund and tuned by Engine '02 D2bage» 
as they had ben quick: and he had in his Garden all things that 
might be to mans foiace and comfo2t: He had alſo in that Gar⸗ 
den Paidens of the age of fiffen years, the faireſt that he might 
find, and men⸗childꝛ en of the ſame age, and chep were clothed with 
Cloth of Gold, and he ſaid that they were Angels, and he cauccd to 
be made certain Pills, and enclofed them avout with pꝛetious 
Stones of Jaſper and Ch2yTal, and with Gold and Pearl, ans 
other manner of Stones; and he made a Conduit under the Carch 
ſo that when he would, the Wells ran ſometime with Pilt, ſeme⸗ 
time with Mine, and ſometime onep; and this place be called 
Paradiſe; and when any young Batchelcr of the Coumtry, Unto 
G2 Squire, cometh to him koꝛ lolace o2 ſpozf, Ve leadeth them 15s 
to his Paradiſe, and ſheweth them theſe things, as the Songs of 
Birds, and his Damoſels, and Tells: and he did wurike divers 
Inſlruments cf Puſick in a high Tower that might be Beard, 
And ſaid, they were Angels of God, and that place were Bar raͤdiſe, 
that God had granted te thoſe that believed, when ho ſaith thus, 
abo vobis terram fluentem lacte & melle; that is, J wil give 
you a land flowing with milk and Verey ; And then this man did 
make theſe men d2ink a manner of drink by which they Were d2vin - 
ken: and he ſaid to them, Ik they would die fo2 his lake, when they 
were dead, they ſhould come to his Paradiſe, and they ſhould be 
ol the age or thoſe Paidens, and ſhould dwell always with them, 
and he would put them in a fairer Paradiſe, where they ſhould foe 
God in his Joy, and in his Pajeſtp. And when they granted 
to do that he weuld, then he bad them go and ſlay ſuch a Lo2d, o: 
a man of the country that he was wꝛoth with, and that they ſhould 
have no fear of any man: and if they were ſlatn themſetve s fo2 
his ſake, he would put them into his. Paradiſe, when they were 
dead. And ſo went thoſe Batcheleꝛs to lap great Lords ok the 
country, and were lain themſelves, in hope to have that Paradiſe; 
and thus was he avenged of his Enemies through his Deceit: 
And when rich men of the Country perceived his cauſel and Pa; 
lice, and the will of this Catolonapes, they gathered themſelveg 
together, and aſlailed the Caſtle, and le w him, and deſtroped all 
his goods, and his fair places, and riches that were in his Waradiſe: 
and the Place of the Malls are there pet, and ſeme other 


things :

Me have a Ming among 
us, not foꝛ need of the Law, not to judge any man fo2 there are 
no Treſpaſſers among us; but all only, to learn us tobe obedient to 
pbhim:and ſo mapeſt thou take from us but our good peace. And when 
Wing Alexander ſaw this Letter, he thought he ſhould do to much

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Croſſes of fins Gold, large and great, and richly ſet with pꝛetious 
fones ; and loꝛ to keep each Croſs he oꝛdaineth a thouſand: men of 
Arms, in manne2 as men kepa Standard in other Countries: and 
he hath men without number, when he goeth to any battel againſt 
any other Pꝛince. And when he hath no battel, but rideth to take 
the Air; then hath he bozn befoze- him but a Croſs of a Tree not 
painted, and without Gold oz pꝛecious ſtones, and all plain, in 
token that out Lo2d Jeſus Chꝛiſt ſuffered death on a Croſs ot Tre. 
And alſo he hath boꝛn befoꝛe him a Uellel full of Jewels and Gold, 
and pꝛecious ſtones , in token of his pꝛeſent Nobleneſs and of his 
Might: he hath boꝛn befoꝛe him likewiſe a Platter of Gold full cf 
Earth, in token that all Lozdſhip and Nobleneſs ſhall turn to 
nought, and all leſhſhall turn to earth. 


CH AP. XCVII. 
Of the moſt reſident place of Preſter John, which is in a City 
| called Suſe, 

A ND hedwelleth commonly at the City of Suſe, and there is 
his principal Palace, andit is ſo rich that it is ſtrange to tell: 

foꝛ about the pꝛincipal Tower of the Palace are two pomels of 
Gold all round, and each one of theſe hath two Carbuncles, great x 
large, that ſhine very clear in the night: and the pꝛincipal gates ol 
this Palace are of precious ſtones that men call Sardine, and 
the Boꝛdeꝛs of the Bars are Jvory, the windows of the Yall aud 
Chambers are of Ch2yfal, the Tables they eat on are ſome of Em⸗ 
rauldes, ſome of Papk, ſome of Gold and precious Stones, and 
the Pillars that bear the Table of ſuch Stones alſo; and the 
Stairs on the which the Empero2 goeth up to his Table where he 
ſitteth at meat, one is of Paſtick, another of Chꝛyſtal, and another 
of green Jaſpy, another of Diaſper, another of Sardin, another ol 
Coꝛnelin, another of Senton, and that he ſetteth his fot upon is 
of Chꝛiſolites, and all theſe Stairs are boꝛdered with fine Gold and 
well ſet with great Pearls, and other pꝛecidus Stones; and 
the ſides of the Table are Emeraulds, bo2dered with Gold and 
with p2ecious Stones: the Pillars in his Chamber are of. fine 
Gold, with many Carbuncles and other ſuch Sfones that. give 
great light in the night: and though the Carbuncles give great 
light, nevertheleſs there burneth rij. great Ueſels of Chryſfal 


full of Balm, to give good (mell; and to dꝛive away evil Air. The

krame ck his Bed is all Saphire, well bound with Geld; to make 
him dle p well, and foz toveſtroy Lechery, foz he will not lpe by 
his Wives but th2ice a vear, after the ſeaſons, and that only foꝛ get- 
ting ot Childꝛen. And he hath alſo a fair Palace in the City of Niſe 
where he dwelleth when he will: but the air there, is not ſo well tem⸗ 
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peredas it is in the city of Tuſe. And he hath every day in his 
Court more than thirty thouſand men, beſide comers and goers; 
but thirty thouſaud there, oꝛ in the court of the great Caane, ſpend 


not ſo much as twelve thouſand in our country. Yehath ever- 


moꝛe eight Rings in his Court to ſerve him, and each one of them 
ſer veth a month, and with theſe Kings ſerve al ways ſeventy two 
Dukes, and. thꝛœ hundꝛed Carls; and every day in his Court 
twelve Archbiſhops, and twenty Biſhops. The Patriark of Saint 
Thomas is às it were a Pope; and the Archbiſhops, Biſhops, and 
Abbots, all are Kings in that country; and ſome one of the Lo2ds 
is Maſter of the Yall, ſome of the Chamber, ſome Steward, Par- 
ſhall,” and other Officers; and thereby he is richly ſerved. And his 
land extendeth in breadth four Ponths journey, and it is of length 
without meaſure. 


| CHAP, XCIX.. : 
Of the Wilderneſs wherein groweth Trees of the Sun and 
; the Moon, 

O beyond this place is a great Wilderneſs, as men that 

have ben there ſay.Jn the Wilderneſs, as men ſap, are the 
Trees ok the Sun, and the Mon, that ſpake to Alexander, and 
told him of his death: and men ſay, that thoſe that keep thoſe trees 
and eat cf the fruits of them; live four o2 five hundꝛed pear, thꝛough 
the vertue of the fruit; and we would gladly have gone thither; 
but J think that an hundꝛed thouſand men of Arms could not 
paſs that Milderneſs foꝛ the plenty of wild Beaſts, as Dragons, 
and Serpents that lay men when they paſs that way. In this 
Land are many Elephants, both white and blew, without number 
and Unico2ns, and Lyons. of many colours. Panp other Illes 
are in the land of Preſter John that were too long to tell, and much 
riches, and of pꝛecious ſtones great plenty, J have heard ſay. 
why this Emperour is called Preſter John, and foꝛ thoſe that know, 
it not J will declare. Sometime there was an Emperoz a noble 


"Pzince,' and a doughty, .and he had many Chziſtian Knights with 


him. 
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him, and the Emperdꝛ thought he would ler the Ser vice in Ch2v- | 
ſtian Churches, and then was Churches of Chꝛiſtendom in Tur⸗ 
key, Surp, and Tartary, Vieruſalem,Paleſtine,Araby,and Alapp, 
and in all the Land of Egypt: and this Emperoꝛ came with a Chꝛi⸗ 
lian Knight into a Church of Egypt, and it was on a Saturday 
after Whitſunday, when the Bithop gave Orders: and he beheld 
the Service and asked cf the Knight what Folk thoſe ſhould be 
that ſtood befoze the Biſhop ; and the Knight ſaid they ſhould be 
Pꝛieſts: And he ſaid he would no moꝛe be called Ring noz C;4- 
1 pero2, but Pꝛieſt, and he would have the name of him that came 
firſt cut of the Pꝛieſts, and he was called John, and ſo have all the 
Emperdꝛs ſince been called Preſter John, In this land are ma⸗ 


ny Chꝛiſtian men, of god Faith and good Law, and they have 
Prieſts to ſing Ser vice, and they receive the Sacrament as men ot 
Gaeece do; and they ſay not otherwiſe, but as the Apoitle ſaid, 
as Saint Peter, and Saint Thomas, and other Apoſtles, when 
they ſung and ſaid Pater noſter, and the words with the which 
the Communion is ſacred ; we have many additions of Popes - 
that have been oꝛdained, of which men of theſe countries know 
£5 not.

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Gold that Piſmircs keep, and they part the fine Gold from other 
thatis not fine, and the -Piſmires are as big as Younds ; ſo tha 

no man dare come there fo2 dzead of Piſmires that would aſſay 
them; ſo that men cannot dig foz the Gold noz get thereof, but by 
ſubtilty ;and therefo2e when it is very hot, the Piſmires hide them 
ſelves in the earth fron; mozn fo non ofthe day; and then men 
of the Country take Camels-and D2omedaries, andother Beaſts, 
and go £;:cher, and lade them with Gold, and go faſt away ere the 

-25ifmires come out of the earth. And other times when it is not 
ſo hot that the Piſmires hide them not, they take mares that have 
Foals, and they lay upon thoſe Mares two long veſſels as it were 
two long Barrels with the mouth upwards, and d21ve them thi⸗ 
ther, and kep their Foals at home; and when the Piſmires ſc 
theſe veſſels, they leap thereto, fo2 by kind they leave no Pole 
nor Pit open, and anon they fill thoſe Ueſſels with Gold; and 
when the men think the Uefſels be full, they take the Foals and 
bring them as near as they dare, and when they whinny, and the 
Mares hear them, and anon they come to their Foals, and ſo they 
take the Gold: fo2 thoſe Piſmires will ſuffer Beaſts to come a- 


mon them, but no men.

Of the dark Country, and Hills, and Rocks of Stone,

e xond the Iſles of the land of Preſter John, and his Lo2dſhip 
of Wilderneſs,to go right Eaft men ſhall find nothing but hills, 
great Rocks, and other dark land where no man may l& day oz 
night ; as men of that Country ſay ; And-this Wilderneſs and 
dark landlaſtethto Paradiſe Terreſtre, where Adam and Eve wag 
let, but they were but a little while there, and that is foward the 
Eaff, at the beginning of the Earth; but that is not our Calt that 
we call, where the Sun riſeth, foz when their Sun riſeth there, 
then it is mid-night in our Country, by reafcn of the roundneſs ot 
the Earth: fo2 our Loꝛd made the Carth all round in the middeſt of 
the Firmament. Df Paradiſe can J not ſpeak p2operly, fo2 J have 
not been there: but that J have heard, J ſhall fell you. Men ſay 
that Paradiſe Terreſtre is the higheſt land cf all the Wozld, and 
it is ſohigh that it toucheth near to the Circle of the Pon, foz it is 
ſo high that Noes Floud might not come thereto, which covered all

A little of Paradiſe Terreſtre. 


| 1 Paradiſe Terreſtre, is intloſed all about with a Mall, and 


that Wall is all covered with Polle, as it ſæmeth, that men 
may lee no ſtone noꝛ nothing elſe whereof it isz t in the higheſt place 
of Paradiſe in the midſt of it is a Mell, that caſteth out the four 
Flouds that run through divers Lands. The firſt Floud is cal- 
led Piſon or Ganges, and that runneth through Inde, in that 
River are many pꝛecious Stones, and much Lignum Aloes, and gra⸗ 
vel of Gold Another is called Pilus o2 Giron, and that runneth 
th2ough Ethiope and Egypt. The third is called Tygree, and that 
runneth thꝛough Aſſyria and Armony the great. And the fourth is 


called Euphrates, that runneth thzough Armony the leſs, and per- 


ſia : And men ſay, that the ſweet and freſh waters of the Moꝛld 
fake their ſpringing of them. The firif River is called Piſon, 
that is to ſay, gathering of many Rivers together and falling into 
one; and ſome call it Ganges, of a King that was in Inde, 
that men call Gangeras, fo2 it runneth thzough his Land: And 
this River is in ſome places clean; in ſome places troubled, in ſome 
places hot, in ſome places cold. The ſecond Ki ver is called Nilus 
oꝛ Giron, foꝛ it is ever troubled: fo2 Giron is to ſay, trouble. The 
third Mi ver is called Zygre, that is to ſap, faſt running, foꝛ it run⸗ 
neth faſter then any of the other, named ſo of a beaſt that men call 
Tygris, foꝛ he runneth faſt. The fourth Ni ver is called Euphrates, 
that is fo ſay, well bearing, fo2 there groweth many good things 
upon that River. And pe ſhall unverſtand that no man living may 
go upon that Paradiſe, foz by land he may not go fo2 wild beaſts 
that are in the Wilderneſs, and fo2 Hills and Rocks which no 
man may paſs : Neither by thoſe Rivers may any man paſs, foꝛ 


they come with ſo great a Courſe, and ſo great waves, that no Ship 


may ſail againſt them. Many great Lo2ds have aſſayed many 
times to go by theſe Rivers info Paradiſe, but they might not 
ſpeed in their wap; fo2 ſome dyed fo2 wearineſs in Rowing, ſome - 
wapt blind, and ſome deaf with noiſe of the waters;ſo no man may 
paſs there but through ſpecial grace of God. J can tell yon no moꝛe 
of that place, which J may ſpeak of upon mine own ſight. _ -

: to us, and they lie fot againſt fot to England:;andother Illes 
there are wheſo word purſue them, fo2 to compats the Earth having 
the Trace of God, to help the way, he might come right to the ſame 
countries that he were ceme of, and come from, and go about the 
earth; but koꝛ that it aeketh ſo long time, and alſo there are ſo ma⸗ 
ny perils to paſs, that few men aſſay to goſo; and pet it might 
be done, fo2 mon come frem thoſe Illes to other Jules, coaſting ont 
the Lordſhip of Preuer John, which men call Caſſay,and that Coun⸗ 
try is near nine days Journey long, and moze than fifty of breadth, 
and this Caſſay. is the beſt land that is in thoſe countries, ſave 
Cathay : and if Merchants came thither as commonly as they 
de fo Cathay, it would be better than in Cathay : foꝛ it is ſo thick 
cf Cities and Towns, that when a man goeth out of a City he 
ſth another at each ſide: there is good plenty of Spices and other 
gods : the Ling ok this Ille is rich and mighty and he holdeth his 
land cf the great Caane, fo2 that is one of the twelve Princes that 
the great Caane hath under 40 beſides his own land. 
C HAP. CV. 
Of the Kingdom of Ryboth. 

Nom this Ille men go fo another Kingdom, that is called Ryboth, 

and that is alſo under the great Caane. This is a good Coun⸗ 
try, and plenteous cf Corn, "Wine, and other things: Men of 
this land have no houſes, but they dwell in Tents made of Trees: 
and the pꝛintipal City of the Ceuntry is all black, made of black 
ſtones, and white; and all the Streets are paved with ſuch 
ſtones, and inthe City is no man ſo hardy to ſpill blood of man no2 
braft, ſoꝛ wo2ſhip of an Image that is wozſhipped there. In that 
City dwelleth the Pope of their Law, and they call him Lopaſſe: 
he giveth all Dignities and Benefices that fall to the Image: 
And men of Religion, and men that have Church⸗livings in that 
country, are obedient to him, as men here to the King. They 
have a Cuſtom in this country, that when a mans Father is dead, 
whom they will do wo2ſhip unto, they ſend after all his Friends, 
religious P2ieffs, and many other, and they bear the body to an 
Mill with great jop and mirth, and when it is there, the gꝛeateſt 
Petlate fmiteth off his head, and lapeth it upon a great plate

of gold 92 Silver, and giveth it to his ſon and the ſon taketh it, and 
giveth it to other of his friends, ſinging and ſaying many Oziſons: 
and then the Peieſts and the religious men cut the fleſh off the 
body in pieces, and ſay Oꝛiſons, and the Birds ol the Country come 
thither, foꝛ they know well the Cuſtome, and they flye about them, 
as the Eagles and other Birds that eat fleſh, and the Prieſts calf 


the pieces unto them, and they bear it away a little fzom thence, 


and then they eat it; and as the Pꝛieſts were wont to ſing foꝛ ſouls, 
Subvenite ſancti Dei, ſo thoſe P21telks there ſing, with high voice 
in their Language, in this manner wiſe, Se and behold how good 
and gracious a man this was, that the Angels of God come fo2 to 
fetch him; and bear him into Paradiſe, And then thinketh the 
Son of his Father that he is greatly wozſhipped when Birds 
have eaten him; and when there are molt plenty of Birds, there 
is molt woꝛſhip. And then cometh the Don home with all his friends 
and maketh them a great Feaſt, then maketh he tlean his fathers 
Scalp, and giveth them d2ink therein, and the fleth of his fathers 
head he cutteth off, and giveth it to his molt ſpecial friends, ſome a 
little, andſome a little, ſoꝛ dainty. And in remembzance of this 
holy man that the Birds have eaten, the ſon ker peth the Scalp faz 
a Cup, and therein dzinketh he all his life, in remembzance of 


his father. 
CHAP; CVI. 


- . Of rich man that is neither King, Prince, Duke, nor Earl. 


A #D frem this place men go ten days journey th2oughthe laid 
A of the great Caane, which is a very god Ille and a great 
Kingdom; and the King is very mighty. And in this Ille is a 
rich man, which is neither King, Peince, Duke, nor Earl bit he 
hath each year four thouſandYozſes,charged with Rice and C oꝛn, and 
he liveth nobly and richly after the manner of the Country, foz he 
bath fifty; Damſels that ſer ve him every day at his meat and bed 
and\do-what he will.

tannst war half as they thould, And he hath a very fair Palace 
and rich, where he dwelleth, of which the wall is two mile about, 
and therein is many fair Gardens, and all the Pavements of the hall 
and Chambers is of Gold and Silver: and in the midſt of one 
of his Gardens is a little Hill whe is a place made with Tow⸗ 
ers and Pinacles all of Gold, and there he will fit often to take the 
air and diſpo2t, fo2 it is made foꝛ nothing elle. From this Land men
